Qualitative  Analysis. 
rFHE  subject  of  the  next  exercise  in  qualitative  analysis 
-*-  will  be  a  mixture  of  not  more  than  three  salts.  The 
mixture  is  to  be  submitted  to  a  thorough  systematic  ex- 
amination, all  its  constituents  are  to  be  detected,  and  proof 
is  to  be  given  that  the  substances  detected  are  the  only 
constituents  of  the  mixture. 

Students'  applications  for  portions  of  the  mixture  of  salts 
(accompanied  by  a  stamped  and  addressed  envelope,  not  a  stamp 
merely)  will  be  received  up  to  Wednesday,  October  21,  and 
the  samples  will  be  forwarded  immediately. 

Students'  reports  will  be  received  up  to  Saturday,  Octo- 
ber 31.  Each  report  should  contain  a  concise  account  of  the 
work  done,  and  should  include  a  list  of  the  constituents 
detected.  In  this  list  any  substance  regarded  as  an  accidental 
impurity  should  be  distinguished  from  the  essential  consti- 
tuents of  the  salts  composing  the  mixture. 

Reports. 

The  powder  distributed  for  analysis  last  month  consisted 
of  3  parts  of  ammonium  alum,  1  of  copper  sulphate,  and  1  of 
manganese  sulphate.   Its  calculated  composition  was —

Traces  of  iron  and  potassium  were  present  as  impurities. 

Samples  of  the  powder  were  sent  to  52  applicants,  and 
29  reports  of  analyses  were  received  in  reply. 

Copper  and  the  sulphuric  radicle  were  detected  by  all  our 
correspondents,  but  manganese  was  omitted  by  13,  aluminium 
by  14,  and  ammonium  by  11. 

An  attempt  should  always,  for  several  reasons,  be  made  to 
detect  manganese  in  the  preliminary  examination.  The 
test  depending  upon  the  production  of  green  sodium  man- 
ganate  is  most  characteristic  and  delicate,  and  it  is  almost 
incredible  what  a  small  quantity  of  the  substance  under 
examination  suffices  for  this  test.  Part  of  the  residue  left 
on  heating  the  substance  in  a  tube  closed  at  one  end  usually 
suffices  for  the  test.  As  this  exercise  abundantly  proves,  it 
is  easy  to  overlook  manganese  in  the  wet  analysis.  This 
arises  in  part  from  the  difficulty  of  separating  it  from  other 
members  of  the  same  group,  and  in  part  from  the  variable 
nature  of  its  reactions,  according  to  the  substances  it  is 
associated  with.  In  the  present  case  it  was  possible  with  a 
little  tiouble  to  separate  the  aluminium  as  hydrate,  along 
with  the  slight  trace  of  iron,  also  as  hydrate,  by  the  action 
of  ammonium  hydrate,  provided  ammonium  chloride  was 
present  in  sufficient  quantity.  The  filtrate  from  this  reaction 
at  once  yielded  the  characteristic  flesh-coloured  precipitate 
of  hydrated  manganese  sulphide  on  adding  ammonium  sul- 
phide, even  without  the  application  of  heat,  though  warming 
greatly  promotes  the  formation  of  this  precipitate.  If  the 
solution  was  very  dilute  the  precipitation  was  not  immediate. 
To  effect  this  separation  of  the  aluminium  and  manganese, 
which  at  bast  is  only  approximate,  it  was  necessary  to  have 


an  abundance  of  ammonium  chloride  in  the  solution.  A 
great  advantage  of  detecting  manganese  in  the  preliminary 
examination  is  that  one  is  forewarned  of  the  necessity  of 
using  ammonium  chloride  liberally,  whereas  in  the  absence 
of  manganese  and  magnesium  the  less  ammonium  chloride 
that  is  used  the  better,  for  it  is  a  great  nuisance  in  the 
detection  of  the  alkali  metals.

H.  W.  J.  B. — Though  you  detected  aluminium  you  omitted  to  mention  it 
in  the  list  of  constituents  found. 

C.  J.  Packham. — The  method  you  employed  ought  to  have  led  to  the 
detection  of  aluminium  ;  there  was  not  much  present,  but  quite  enough  to 
give  a  well-marked  gelatinous  precipitate  provided  you  did  not  allow  the 
solution  to  become  too  dilute. 

Elemi. — It  is  possible  that  the  precipitate  containing  aluminium  hydrate 
was  not  sufficiently  heited  with  sodium  carbonate  and  nitrate  to  ensure 
proper  fusion,  in  which  case  the  aluminium  would  be  found  in  the  insoluble 
part. 

Rita. — It  is  very  improbable  that  you  added  an  actual  excess  of  ammonia 
to  the  solution  that  you  te=ted  for  aluminium.  The  imperfect  mixing  of 
the  reagent  with  the  solution  often  leads  to  error.  You  conclude  that 
ammonia  has  been  added  in  excess  because  the  contents  of  the  test-tube 
seem  to  smell  of  ammonia.  The  smell  may  be  due  to  a  drop  of  ammonia  ou 
the  side  of  the  tube,  the  contents  being  still  acid. 

Minor. — Boiling  with  a  caustic  alkali  is  a  very  rough  test  for  am- 
monium. You  may  readily  overlook  a  small  quantity.  It  is  better  to  mix 
the  dry  powder  in  a  watch-glass  with  dry  calcium  hydrate,  then  add  very 
little  water,  less  than  is  required  to  make  the  mixture  into  a  paste.  I£  an 
ammonium  salt  is  present,  ammonia  will  be  given  off  ;  and  if  the  watch- 
glass  be  covered  with  a  glass  plate  to  which  a  small  piece  of  moist  red 
litmus-paper  adheres,  ammonia  will  reveal  it3  presence  by  turning  the. 
paper  blue. 

L.  R.  D. — Part  of  the  residue  left  on  heating  the  powder  in  a  dry  test- 
tube  should  have  been  fused  with  sodium  carbonate  and  nitrate.  This.- 
operation  would  have  produced  the  green  mass  characteristic  of  man- 
ganese. 

Lilac— Copper  sulphide  is  not  altogether  insoluble  in  ammonium  sul- 
phide. Consequently,  when  hydrochloric  acid  is  added  to  ammonium 
sulphide  with  which  copper  sulphide  has  been  treated,  the  separated 
sulphur,  instead  of  being  white,  is  more  or  less  brown  in  colour,  owing  to 
its  being  mixed  with  a  trace  of  copper  sulphide. 

Lignum.  -  See  remarks  to  "  Minor." 

Guillaume  — You  quite  overlooked  the  possible  pretence  of  ammonium. 

Cascara.-  Though  there  was  not  much  ammonium  present,  one-tenth 
of  the  quantity  might  have  been  detected  readily  by  the  calcium-hj drate 
test. 
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Olio. — The  occurrence  of  an  oxa'ate  in  a  powder  soluble  iu  water,  and 
containing  copper  and  manganese,  was,  to  say  tli9  least,  unlikely.  The 
presence  of  copper  aud  manganese  fully  accounted  for  the  chango  of  colour 
on  heating.  The  precipitate  you  obtained  with  calcium  chloride  must  have 
been  calcium  sulphate. 

SciPIO. — See  remarks  to '•  Olio."  The  presence  of  a  phosphite  was  stilj 
more  improbable.  The  solubility  of  the  powder  in  water  was  a  significant 
fact,  beaiing  in  mintl  that  copper  and  manganese  were  present. 

Pno  Virii.i  Parte. — The  experiment  you  describe  for  the  detection  of 
acetic  acid  often  leads  to  erroneous  results.  You  must  remember  that 
sulphuric  acid  acts  upon  alcohol,  the  products  of  the  reaction  varying 
with  the  temperature  and  the  amount  of  water  present.  In  the 
presence  of  oxidising  agents  part  of  tin  alcohol  may  even  be  converted 
into  acetic  acid.  A  product  almost  certain  to  be  found  is  ether  ;  certain 
sulphates,  notably  the  aluin^,  will  even  produci  etherilication  in  the 
absence  of  fiee  sulphuric  acid.  You  mist  guard  ajainst  mistaking  such 
products  for  ethyl  acetate. 

Ne  Plus  Ultra.— See  remarks  to  "Minor"  and  to  "Pro  Virili 
Parte." 

Me9ratn"in*e. — Your  work  was  very  incomplete.  You  prove  1  certain 
constituents  present,  but  failed  to  show  that  other  substances  were 
absent.  A  good  qualitative  analysis  ought  to  prove  that  certain  substances 
ami  no  others  are  present. 

Cir.sici. — The  form  of  your  report  was  rather  inconvenient;  it  might 
have  been  compressed  into  a  much  smaller  area.  Your  failure  to  produce 
the  green  mass  by  fusion  with  sodium  carbonate  and  nitrate  is  remark- 
able. You  did  not  say  what  colour  you  obtained  ;  sometimes  the  green  is  so 
intense  that  it  appears  almost  black.  In  such  a  case  further  fusion  with 
a  large  quantity  of  solium  carb unite  will  enible  you  to  observe  the;  green 
colour. 

Nil  Desper.vn-dtm  —  Adumioium  and  manganese  must  have  bien 
present  in  the  solution  to  which  you  added  amm  mium  hydrate.  If  you 
used  the  reagent  in  actual  excess  y<u  must  have  precipitated  all  the 
aluminium.  Id  was  not  postble  to  pr;cipitate  all  the  manganese,- therefore 
the  filtrate  should  have  given  a  p-ecipitate  with  ammonium  sulphide  ;  but 
f  you  allowel  the  solution  to  become  too  dilute,  ihe  precipitate  would  only 
torm  after  warmiog. 

J.  Smw. — The  precipitate  you  obtained  with  sodium  phosphate  was 
due  to  manianese,  which  you  had  failed  to  separate  completely.  The 
precipitate  did  not  in  the  least  resemble.ainmonio-maguesium  phosphate 
it  was  not  crystalline. 


N<jw  Chalybeate  Spring  at  Hampstead. 
A  new  chalybeate  spring  has  been  discovered  on  Hamp- 
steid  Heath.  It  is  said  to  coataiu  dlttinct  traces  of  iron 
and  other  mineral  ingredients,  and  flows  into  the  Viaduct 
pond.  The  matter  has  been  reported  to  the  London  County 
Council,  and  the  water  ha3  been  examined  by  that  body. 
The  Council  has  decided  to  sink  a  shaft  to  the  source  of  the 
spring,  so  that  in  a  few  days  it  is  expected  that  a  chemical 
report  on  the  medicinal  value  of  the  water  will  bs  obtained. 

Stealing  Beeswax. 
Thomas  Jon1??,  of  Norman  Street,  Rjchdale  Road,  was 
tried  at  the  Manchester  City  Police  Court  on  October  8, 
charged  with  stealing  160  lbs.  of  beeswax,  the  property  of 
Messrs.  Butterworth,  Alcock  &  Co..  drysaltery  by  whom  he 
was  employed  as  a  cellarman.  Miriai  Hardy,  of  Alfred 
Street,  Harpurhey,  was  also  charged  with  receiving  the 
property  knowing  it  to  have  beea  stolen.  The  male  prisoner 
hid  stolen  the  beeswax  at  different  times  during  tne  past 
eight  or  nine  months,  and  given  it  to  the  female  prisoner, 
who  disposed  of  it  to  Mr.  Bayley,  a  drysalter,  in  Siockport 
R)id.  She  represented  to  that  gentleman  that  she  had  over 
150  beehives  in  Yorkshire.  On  one  occasion  some  of  the 
stolen  property  wasoff  ired  for saleto  Mr.  Batter  worth  himself. 
O  ving  to  suspicions  being  aroused,  a  piece  of  beeswax  was 
marked,  and  subrequen'ly  Hardy  was  arrested  by  Detective 


Riding  when  trying  to  sell  it  to  Mr.  Bayley.  The  value  of 
the  goods  stolen  was  over  101.  Jones,  who  bcre  a  good 
character,  said  h8  bad  been  pressed  to  commit  the  thefts  by 
the  female  prisoner.  He  was  sent  to  prison  for  one  month 
with  hard  labour.  The  woman  was  committed  for  three 
moDths. 

Pharmaceutical  Football  Club. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  this  c'ub,  held  on  October  8,  the 
following  officers  for  the  coming  season  were  elected : — 
President,  Professor  Greenish ;  Vice-President",  Professor 
Green,  Professor  Collie,  Mr.  Walter  Hill?,  Mr.  M.  Carteighe, 
and  Dr.  John  Attfield ;  Hon.  Secretary,  Mr.  Harold  E. 
Matthews ;  Hon.  Treasurer,  Mr.  Jones.  The  club  met  again 
on  October  12.  when  Mr.  J.  Fothergill  was  elected  Captain, 
Mr.  Chandler  Vice-Captain,  and  Messrp.  Lean,  Umney,  Wilson, 
Smith,  Wickens,  and  Nelson  members  of  the  Committee. 
The  football  season  was  commenced  on  Saturday  last.  A 
strong  muster  of  students  assembled  on  the  club  ground  at 
Wormholt  Farm,  Shepherd's  Bush,  and  a  scratch  match 
was  played. 

An  Unsatisfactory  Artificial  Limb. 

At  the  October  sitting  of  the  Newcastle-under  Lyma 
County  Court,  on  October  7,  Mr.  Richard  Edge,  artificial- 
limb  maker,  Audley,  was  sued  by  Sarah  Ellen  Statham  for 
the  return  of  2,1.  10s.  paid  on  account  for  an  artificial  leg. 
Defendant  undertook  to  supply,  for  51,  an  artificial  limb  for 
plaintiff,  who  had  had  her  left  leg  amputated  above  the  ankle. 
Plaintiff  was  unable  to  wear  the  limb  except  with  great  pain. 
Dr  Hind,  of  Stoke,  said  the  limb  was  a  well-made  one,  but 
it  was  intended  for  a  right  leg  instead  of  the  left,  and  Judge 
Jordan  found  for  plaintiff  for  the  amount  claimed. 

Poor  once ;  now  a  Chemist. 

Mr.  N.  Bradley,  a  manufacturing  chemist,  who  was  elected 
a  member  of  the  Manchester  City  Council  three  years  a?o, 
has  again  consented  to  offer  himself  for  re-election.  The 
requisition  asking  him  to  consent  to  nomination  was  signed 
by  1 300  ratepayers  of  Medlock  Street  Ward,  a  sufficient 
number  to  secure  his  re-election.  The  signatures  filled  two 
bulky  volumes.  In  a  speech  to  the  deputation,  Mr.  Bradley 
commented  upon  his  career  as  a  chemist  and  his  knowledge 
of  sanitary  matters.  There  was  once  a  time  when  he  was  as 
poor  as  the  poorest  man  in  the  room,  but  by  dint  of  perse- 
verance in  business  he  had  gained  a  competency,  and  was 
able  to  devote  his  time  for  the  benefit  of  his  fellow  citizens. 
Mr.  Bradley  is  a  Conservative. 

Killed  by  a  Lift. 

William  Marmaduke  Irish,  aged  61,  an  accountant,  was 
fatally  injured  in  a  pulley  luggage-lift  on  the  premises  of 
the  Anglo-American  Drug  Company,  Farricgdon  Road,  on 
July  15.  On  that  day  the  deceased  whistled  down  a  pipe 
for  a  cup  of  coffee  to  be  sent  him.  As  it  did  not  come,  he 
went  out  to  shout  from  the  second  floor  down  the  shaft  of 
the  luggage- lift.  A  bar,  breast  high,  was  put  across  the 
opening  of  the  lift  to  prevent  anyone  from  falling  down. 
The  lift  descending  pioned  the  deceased  between  the  cross- 
bar and  the  bottom  of  the  lift.  Mr.  Irish  was  seriously 
injured,  and  was  taken  to  University  College  Hospital, 
where  he  died  on  October  9.  Since  the  accident  the  firm 
have  fitted  up  an  improved  automatic  shutter,  which  only 
opens  when  the  lift  is  exactly  opposite  the  opening. 

L.C.C.  Proto-sulphate-of-iron  Contract. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  L.C  C.  on  Tuesday,  the  Mam 
Drainage  Committee  recommended  that  the  tender  of  Messrs. 
W.  Bevan  k.  Co ,  for  the  supply  of  5  250  tons  of  proto- 
sulphate  of  iron  to  the  Barking  and  Crossness  outfalls,  for 
2ls.  3d.  per  ton,  delivered  along>ide  jstty,  be  accepted  ;  and 
that  the  solicitor  ba  instructed  to  complete  the  contract. 
Agreed  to. 

Suicide  of  a  Pharmacy  Student. 

The  adjourned  inquiry  into  the  circumstances  of  the  death 
of  Harold  Ramshaw,  a  young  student  at  the  South  London 
School  of  Pharmacy,  took  place  on  October  13,  before  Mr. 
Braxton  Hicks.  The  deceased  resided  at  3i  OaborLe  Terrace, 
Clapham  Road,  and  was  found  dying  frcn  supposed  cocaine 
poisorirg  early  cn  the  mcming  or  Octcbei  4.    He  was  ecgaged 
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to  be  married  to  a  Miss  Twining,  of  Bath,  whose  serious  illnefs 
bad  been  a  great  worry  to  him,  and  several  letters  couched  in 
extravagant  language,  atd  addressed  to  his  fiancee,  were  found 
in  the  room  in  which  he  was  lying.  He  had  also  failed  in  his 
examination.  The  Coroner  said  that  in  his  last  letter  to  his 
fiancee  the  deceased  said,  "  I  do  hope  I  sball  pass;  if  I  do 
not,  I  don't  know  what  I  shall  do."  He  went  on  to  say,  "  I 
could  cot  love  you  an  atom  more  than  I  do,  darling,  but 
what  makes  me  so  miserable  is  that  I  am  so  strong  and  that 
you  are  so  poorly."  Then  the  deceased  went  on  to  tell  her 
that  she  must  not  allow  anybody  to  put  the  idea  into  her 
head  that  be  lovtd  her  any  the  less  on  account  of  her  being 
such  a  wreck,  or  that  he  was  likely  to  back  out  of  his  en- 
gagement. The  jury,  haviDg  beard  the  evidence  of  Dr.  F. 
Womack,  an  analyst,  to  the  effect  that  he  had  made  an 
analysis,  and  found  that  dea'h  was  due  to  strychnine  poison- 
ing, returned  a  verdict  of  suicide  during  temporary  insanity.

bas  been  granted  to]  Mr.  Pair,  chemist  and  druggist,  of 
Stamford. 

Messrs.  Boots  and  their  Tenant. 

Messrs.  Boots  (Limited)  have  recently  purchased  property 
of  the  Bedford  Corporation  at  the  corner  of  two  streets, 
where  they  intend  to  erect  large  premises.  Building  opera- 
tions have  been  commenced,  and  the  old  property  has  been 
planked  up.  The  occupants  at  the  corner  have  vacated  the 
premises,  but  the  tenants  of  the  adjoining  shop,  who  cater  for 
anglers,  have  declined  to  move  until  eighteen  months  hence, 
that  being  the  space  of  time  they  believe  they  have  a  right 
to  remain.  The  builders,  however,  thought  otherwise,  and 
the  whole  shop-front  was  cne  evening  all  boarded  in.  The 
boards  were  quickly  removed  by  the  tenants,  and  it  remains 
to  be  seen  what  will  happen  next. 

The  Sale  of  Chlorodyne, 

At  Wells  Police  Court  on  October  7,  before  the  Mayor. 
Joan  Adams  (58),  chemist's  assistant,  of  London,  was  charged 
with  attempting  to  commit  suicide  by  taking  chlorodyne. 
The  bottle  which  had  contained  the  poison  was  produced. 
It  was  a  1-oz.  bottle,  and  the  name  on  the  label  had  been 
scratched  cut.  The  prisoner  was  found  by  the  police  in  the 
north  porch  of  Wells  Cathedral,  quite  senseless,  and  with 
the  bottle  produced  in  bis  band.  He  was  conveyed  to  the 
prison,  atd  Dr.  Lauder  Smith  used  means  to  restore  him. 
The  prisoner  said  he  bought  the  chlorodyne  at  Bath,  and 
purposely  scratched  cff  the  label  of  the  bottle,  so  that  no 
one  should  get  into  trouble.  He  had  been  drinking  lately. 
He  said  he  was  a  chemist's  assistant,  but  for  some  time  past 
had  been  doing  other  work  of  various  kinds.  Dr.  Livett 
asked  whether  the  law  allowed  a  chemist  to  sell  such  a  large 
quantity.  The  chemist  bad  conformed  with  the  other  regu- 
lations. The  Mayor  thought  tbat  bad  nothing  to  do  with 
the  case  before  them.  Ultimately  the  bottle  was  taken  by 
P.S.  Knight  to  a  chemist,  of  whom  inquiries  were  made 
concerning  the  quantity  allowed  to  be  sold  at  a  time,  and 
it  appealed  that  the  law  had  been  complied  with,  as  any 
quantity  can  be  sold.  Prisoner  said  he  bought  the  poison 
perfectly  understanding  the  nature  of  it.  The  chemist  was 
in  no  way  to  blame.  He  told  him  he  was  suffering  from 
dysentery,  and  that  was  a  remedy  for  it.  Prisoner  was 
committed  for  trial  at  the  sessions. 

School  of  Pharmacy  for  Exeter. 

A  school  of  pharmacy  is  to  be  started  at  Exeter,  in  con- 
r  ection  with  the  Exeter  Technical  and  University  Extension 
College,  at  the  Albert  Memorial  Museum,  the  principal  of 
which  is  Mr.  A.  W.  Clayden,  M.A.,  F.C.S.  During  the  past 
few  months  evening  pharmaceutical  classes  have  been  con- 
ducted by  the  College,  but  now  it  is  proposed  to  establish  a 
permanent  school  of  pharmacy,  in  which  a  complete  course 
of  instruction  in  all  the  subjects  required  for  the  Minor 
examination  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  will  be  given. 
The  first  session  will  commence  on  Monday  next,  and  will 
terminate  with  the  Minor  examination  of  July,  1897.  In 
addition  to  the  ordinary  staff  the  services  of  Mr.  A.  H.Ware, 
pharmaceutical  chemist,  have  been  obtained,  and  he  will 
undertake  the  special  pharmaceutical  subjects.  Mr.  Ware 
has  been  conducting  the  pharmaceutical  classes,  which  will 
still  b3  continued,  the  work  being  spread  over  three  distinct 


courses  and  given  in  three  consecutive  years,  as  has  pre- 
viously been  outlined  in  our  pages.  The  College  possesses 
excellent  laboratory  accommcdation,  as  well  as  a  large- 
collection  of  pharmaceutical,  chemical,  and  physical  appa- 
ratus, and  students  will  be  able  to  have  access  to  the  fine>' 
mateiia  medica  collection  used  to  illustrate  lectures.

Buying  a  Water  Bed. 
At  a  meeting  of  the  Battle  Board  of  Guardians  on  Tuesday,, 
the  macter  reported  that  at  tbe  last  meetirg  a  requisit  on- 
was  made  for  a  water  bed  for  the  Infirmary,  and  the  clerk 
was  directed  to  write  to  a  wholesale  firm  of  chemists  at/ 
Leicester  for  a  price.  Several  of  the  local  chemists  hearing, 
of  the  requirement  had  since  sent  quotations  in  for  the  bed, 
but  Messrs.  Richardson,  of  Leicester,  were  the  lowest.  Mr. 
Cooper  and  Mr.  Honisett  advocated  an  adjournment  of  this? 
matter,  in  order  that  all  local  chemists  might  have  a  chance-- 
of  tendering;  but  this  proposal  was  negatived,  and  the 
tender  of  Messrs.  Richardson  for  a  bed,  48  inches  by  36  inches,, 
for  4Z.  15s.,  less  5  per  cent,  was  accepted. 

Carbolic-acid  Victims. 

The  body  of  an  unknown  man  has  been  found  poisoned 
by  carbolic  acid  in  a  field  at  Huncoat,  near  Accrington. 

On  October  6  a  man  named  Harvey  bought  at  the  shop  of 
Mr.  Lofthouse,  chemist  and  druggist,  Fleetwood,  3d.  worth 
of  carbolic  acid.  This  he  drank  in  front  of  his  father,  ami- 
died  in  less  than  an  hour. 

A  domestic  servant  named  Eva  Morgan  killed  herself  at1 
8  London  Street,  Paddington,  by  drinking  carbolic  acid, 
which  was  kept  on  a  shelf  in  the  kitchen.  She  was  addicted* 
to  drinking. 

Poisoned  by  "Weed- killer. 

Ad  inquest  was  held  at  Chipping  Norton,  on  Monday, 
relative  to  the  death  of  George  Thomas  Insall,  who  drank, 
some  weed  killer  from  a  barrel  in  mistake  for  beer.  It 
appeared  that  the  weed-killer  was  kept  locked  up  in  a  lodge 
on  the  premises  at  Hill  Lodge.  Deceased  bad  to  convey  a 
barrel  of  petroleum  there,  and  after  completing  his  woik  he- 
drank  a  mouthful  of  the  poison  from  the  barre',  and  subse- 
quently discovered  that  the  cask  was  labelled  "  Weed- 
killer: Poison."  He  died  the  same  day.  Deceased's  father- 
said  he  should  like  to  know  why  the  po'son  was  kept  in  the- 
lodge.  He  thought  the  authorities  were  very  6trict  about 
poison.  The  Coroner :  They  are  about  selliDg  it ;  but  I 
don't  think  we  have  to  inquire  why  this  poison  was  where^ 
it  was.  It  was  not  sold  or  given  to  anyone.  The  jury 
desired  to  add  to  their  verdict  a  rider  to  the  effect  that 
greater  care  should  be  used  in  the  storage  of  poisonous- 
liquids ;  but  the  Coroner  said  he  would  have  nothing  to  do 
with  such  a  recommendation. 

Fire  at  a  Chemist's  Shop. 

At  Messrs.  Sill  Brothers',  chemists  and  druggists,  Bid- 
ford,  on  October  6,  an  upstairs  room  containing  stores  was 
found  to  be  full  of  smoke,  and  it  was  discovered  that  a. 
quantity  of  wax  vestas,  matches,  &c,  stored  theie  were* 
alight.  After  some  difficulty  the  fire  was  put  out,  but 
damage  to  the  extent  of  between  30Z.  and  40Z.  was  done. 

More  Opposition  to  the  PA  T  A. 
Day's  Southern  Drug  Company  (Limited)  have  followed 
Boots'  lead,  and  have  published  a  sensationally-worded 
advertisement  in  the  Southampton  papers  urging  the  public 
to  "  refuse  to  buy  at  advanced  prices  the  articles  controlled 
by  the  ring."  If  the  public  will  do  this,  the  ring  which  is 
trying  to  dictate  terms  and  fleece  cash-purchasers  will 
collapse.  Day's  have  prepared  a  memorial  to  the  manu- 
facturers on  the  subject,  which  lies  at  all  their  shops,  ands 
which  they  ask  their  customers  to  sign. 
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The  Editor  is  obliged  to  correspondents  irho 
send  local  newspapers  containing  items 
of  interest  to  the  trade.  Be  will  be 
further  obliged  if  such  paragraphs  be 
marked  in  all  cases.

The  B'rr  Union  medicine-contract,  which  has  been  the 
subject  of  prolonged  correspondence  between  the  Local 
Government  Board  and  the  Birr  Guardian",  was  decided  by 
tbe  latter  on  Saturday  last.  The  Clerk  had  analysed  the 
prices  of  each  firm  tende-ing,  and  the  figures  came  out  as 
follows-— LesHp.  DubliD,  183Z. ;  G jlden,  Birr.  168Z. :  ADothe- 
caries'  Hall,  190Z. ;  Cork  Drug  Companv,  187Z.  ;  Boilean  & 
Boyd,  182Z. :  Hunt  &  Co..  173Z.  Ten  of  the  Guardians  voted 
for  Messrs.  Leslie  and  five  for  Messrs.  Golden  (the  old  con- 
tractors). 

Bose-water  for  "Workhouses. 
The  Local  Government  Board  have  informed  the  Guardians 
of  the  Londonderry  Union  that,  while  there  is  no  objection 
to  tbe  inclusion  of  extra  medicines  in  the  list  of  drugs 
supplied  by  tender,  they  do  rot  consider  it  is  necessary  to 
include  such  items  as  rose-water  and  orarge-flower  water, 
while,  with  reference  to  lime-water,  it  is  usual  for  the 
apothecary  to  make  up  this  preparation,  and  also  syrupus 
simplex,  which  is  merely  lump  sugar  dissolved  in  water 
The  apotheca'y  las  been  called  upon  for  explanation  of  his 
failure  to  make  up  these  articles. 

Chemists'  and  Druggists'  Society. 

At  a  committee-meeting  of  this  Society,  held  on  October  9 
at  Belfast,  the  President,  Sir  James  Hazlett,  M.P.,  in  the 
chair,  several  new  members  were  elected.  A  committee  was 
appointed  to  make  the  necessary  inquiries  previous  to  drafting 
a  new  Bill  as  decided  upon.  Mr.  Gibson  was  requested  to 
correspond  with  Mr.  Glyn-Jones,  of  the  Proprietary  Articles 
(Anti-cutting)  Association,  with  the  view  of  obtaining  an 
address  from  that  gentleman  on  an  early  date.  A  Price- 
list  Committee  was  also  appointed. 

Alleged  Negligence  of  an  Apothecary. 

In  the  Dublin  High  Court,  on  Wednesday,  before  Mr. 
Justice  Holmes,  in  a  case  of  Mary  McCarthy  i>.  Timothy 
Scannell,  defendant's  counsel  moved  that  the  action  b?  re- 
mitted for  trial  by  the  Recorder  of  Cork.  The  plaintiff  was 
the  widow  of  a  man  named  McCarthy,  and  she  sought  to 
recover  damages  for  his  death,  on  the  ground  that  it  had 
been  caused  by  the  negligence  of  the  defendant.  The  de- 
fendant had  carried  on  business  as  an  apothecary  in  Cork 
for  the  last  fifty  years.  On  the  night  of  March  29  last  a 
daughter  of  McCarthy  called  at  defendant's  establishment 
and  asked  for  a  sleeping- powder  for  her  father.  He  was 
aware  that  for  some  time  previously  she  had  been  supplied 
with  sleeping  powders  by  his  assistant,  Mr.  Wall, ;  but  Mr 
Wall  was  not  then  in  the  shop,  and  defendant  was  unwilling 


to  give  the  powder.  The  daughter  pressed  for  it,  and  ulti - 
mat*ly  he  gave  her  1  gr.  of  the  preparation — muiiata  of 
morpbia — she  saying  that  was  the  powder  her  father  wa<i  in 
the  habit  of  having.  McCarthy  died  next  morning,  and  a 
coroner's  jury  found  that  his  death  was  doe  to  narcotic 
poisoning.  Defendant  pledged  h's  cp'nion,  as  an  apothecary, 
that  the  quantity  he  gave  to  deceased's  daughter  was  harm- 
less. An  affidavit  of  the  daughter  stated  that  the  defendant 
gave  her  the  powder  on  a  paper  without  weighing  or 
measuring,  and  without  giving  her  any  directions1,  save  that 
he  asked  what  she  intended  to  give  it  in,  ard  she  said 
'  milk,"  upon  which  he  suggested  a  "  glass  of  punch  "  Con- 
flicting affidavits  as  to  the  cause  of  death  were  also  pro- 
duced, aLd  in  the  result  Mr.  Justice  Holmes  remitted  the 
action. 

Accident  to  Professor  Dixon. 
Profe-sor  Dixon,  som3  days  ago,  wis  t-ikirg  part  in  yacht. 
races,  when  the  vessel  he  was  in  capsized  in  a  squall,  and  he 
and  three  others  had  a  ten-minutes'  struggle  with  the  waves 
before  they  were  rescued.  Fortunately  they  all  reached 
land  ;  but  the  length  of  time  which  elapsed,  and  the  severity 
of  the  weather  at  the  time,  brought  on,  in  Professor  Dixon's 
case,  a  severe  chill,  from  the  effects  of  which  he  has  not  jet 
fully  recovered. 

Collecting  a  Debt. 

On  October  14,  in  the  Nisi  Prius  Court,  Dublin,  before  Mr. 
Justice  Holmes,  Mr.  JeffersoD,  on  behalf  of  the  Apotberarieb' 
Company  of  Ireland,  moved  for  an  order  compelling  a  Dr. 
Hannagan  to  pay  a  judgment-debt  by  instalments.  An 
affidavit  of  an  official  of  the  plaintiff  company  stated  that  on 
December  30,  1895,  the  company  recovered  a  judgment 
against  the  defendant,  a  medical  practitioner  at  Belmallefc. 
co.  Mayo,  for  18Z.  4s.  6d.  and  21.  costs.  The  defendant  had 
oiily  paid  SI.  of  that  amount.  He  was  in  good  practice,  and 
had  an  income  from  the  local  dispensary  of  between  350/. 
and  200Z.  The  judgment  had  been  put  into  the  han<5s  of 
the  Sheriff  of  tbe  county,  who  had  returned  nulla  lona. 
Mr.  Justice  Holmes  made  an  order  that  the  defendant  should 
pay  81.  on  or  before  November  1,  and  the  balance  on  or 
before  January  1  next. 
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Edinburgh  Athletic  Chemists. 
The  series  of  swimming- races  held  in  connection  with 
the  Edinburgh  Pharmacy  Athletic  Club  throughout  the 
summer  having  resulted  in  two  competitors  securing  an 
equal  number  of  points,  a  special  race  was  held  on  Friday 
last  to  decide  who  was  to  ba  winner  of  the  prize  presented 
by  Messrs.  Burroughs,  Wellcome  &  Co.  As  anticipated,  a 
close  race  was  witnessed,  the  victory  ultimately  resting  with 
the  scratch  man,  A.  G  Paterson,  who  won  by  a  foot  from 
G.  H.  C.  Rowlands,  who  was  in  receipt  of  three  seconds' 
st«rt.  Mr.  Rowlands  secures  the  medal  presented  by  the 
club.

Mr.  Barley  has  sold  his 
business  at  137  George  Street  to  Mr.  John  B.own,  chemist, 
Alvanley  Terrace,  Edinburgh,  his  former  assistant,  and  Mr. 
Brown  has,  it  is  understood,  sold  his  o!d  business  to  a 
member  of  ths  trade  residing  in  \berdeen.

A  Pharmaceutical  Depute- Mayor  —The  new  Deputy- 
Mayor  of  the  Ninth  Arrondissement  of  Paris,  M.  Pinard,  is 
the  pharmacist  in  the  rue  dea  Martyrs,  The  Deputy  in 
France  is  an  important  personage,  who  aids  the  Mayor  in  his 
multifarious  duties,  and  replaces  him  during  his  absence. 
Among  these  functions  is  that  of  the  solemnisation  of 
matrimony,  the  ceremony  at  the  "  Mairie  "  being  the  only 
legal  French  marriage. 

Charcot-Htjgo-Datjdet.  —  Mdlle.  Jeanne  Hugo,  the 
granddaughter  of  the  great  romancist,  was  until  a  year  or 
two  ago  the  wife  of  M.  Leon  Daudet.  From  him  she  was 
divorced,  and  has  lately  become  the  wife  of  a  son  of  the 
famous  physician,  Charcot.  The  interesting  circumstance  in 
connection  with  this  event  is  that  in  Daudet's  powerful  work, 
"  Les  Morticoles,"  experimenting  doctors  of  the  Charcot 
order  were  the  subjects  of  his  most  bitter  sarcasm. 

Sophisticated  Cantharides. — Professor  LouisPlanchon, 
of  the  Montpellier  Saperior  School  of  Pharmacy,  on 
analysing  some  cantharides  found  only  25  per  cent,  of 
the  genuine  Cantharis  resicatoria.  The  sample  contained 
besides  20  per  cent,  of  Sylplia  quartapunctatvaA  10  per  cent, 
of  Cetonia  aurata,  which  are  entirely  useless  for  blistering 
purposes ;  and  he  found  45  per  cent,  of  Cantliaris,  togata,  a 
Turkestan  insect  which  only  contains  027  per  cent,  of 
cantharidin  instead  of  0  50  per  cent.  M.  Cabannes  prepared 
a  plaster  of  these  latter  and  applied  it  to  his  hand,  but  no 
result  was  produced  after  twenty-four  hours  except  a  slight 
redness  of  the  skin.  The  C.  togata  is  larger  than  the  C  vesi- 
catoria, shorter  in  the  abdomen,  slighter  in  the  body, 
and  has  a  yellow  band  running  longitudinally  down  the 
middle  of  the  wing-cases. 

Acetylene  for  Lighting  — A  committee,  consisting  of 
MM.  Troost  and  Schutzenberger,  of  the  Academy  of  Sciences, 
Professors  Moissan  and  Riche,  of  the  Paris  School  of 
Pharmacy,  MM.  Michel  Levy,  Bunel,  and  Vieille,  with  seven 
assistant  commissioners  appointed  by  the  Hygienic  Council 
■of  the  Seine  Department  to  study  the  preparation  of  acety- 
lene for  lighting  purposes,  have  lately  published  the  report. 
It  appears,  with  a  postscript,  in  the  form  of  a  series  of 
regulations  issued  by  the  Prefect  of  Police,  to  whom  notice 
must  be  eiven  by  anyone  desiring  to  employ  the  Dew  gas  on 
his  premises.  It  must  not  be  used  in  cellars  or  close  courts, 
the  apparatus  must  be  in  a  light,  airy  place,  and  the  reserve 
stock  kept  out  of  the  sun.  The  liquids  and  refuse  are  to  be 
-diluted  with  water  (1  to  10)  before  being  emptied  into 
drains.  Eeceivers  oE  less  than  10  kilos,  pressure  to  be 
tested  by  proprietor,  and  fitted  with  manometer  ;  those  with 
pressure  above  15  kilos,  to  be  tested  by  a  Government 
engineer  (School  of  Mines).  Wrought-iron  receivers  to  be 
used  and  tested  every  three  years  by  the  above-named 
official,  who  will  stamp  them  with  certain  details  as  a  proof 
of  examination. 

Pharmacists  in  Parisian  Hospitals— M.  d'Echerac, 
writing  in  the  Temps  on  Paris  hospitals  and  their  officials, 
alludes  to  the  head  pharmacist.  ''Aided  by  a  number  of 
internes,  chosen,  like  himself,  by  examination,  this  func- 
tionary is  often  a  savant  ot  mark."  It  cannot,  in  fact,  have 
escaped  the  attention  of  those  who  attend  the  meetings  of 
the  Paris  Society  of  Pharmacy  that  the  bulk  of  scientific 
papers  there  read  are  contributed  by  the  head  pharmacists 
■of  the  metropolitan  hospitals.  MM.  Patein  (Hopital  Lari- 
boisiere),  Leger  (Hopital  Beauioti),  Lafond  (Hopital  Cochin), 
Bonrquelot  (Hopital  Laennej),  &c,  are  regular  attendants 
and  frequent  contributors  to  the  Society's  monthly  meet- 
ings ;  while  M.  Viron,  Secretary  of  the  Society,  fills  the 
important  post  of  pharmacist  at  the  vast  Salpetriere  esta- 
blishment. Professors  Leidie  and  Prunier,  of  the  Paris 
School  of  Pharmacy,  hold  similar  positions — the  former  at 
the  Necker  Hospital,  and  the  latter  at  several  of  the  lyiog  ia 
establishments  which  are  within  a  stone's  throw  of  the 
Avenue  de  l'Observatoire.  The  pharmaceutical  "  internes  " 
are  appointed  for  a  period  of  two  years,  which  may  be 
specially  prolonged  in  deserving  cases  to  three,  four,  and 
even  (for  gold  medallists)  five  years,  the  salary  varying  from 
2.QI.  for  the  first  twelvemonth  to        for  the  fifth  period. 


If  rpquired  to  live  outside  the  hospital,  an  extra  allowance 
of  24Z.  per  annum  is  given  to  pay  for  lodgings.  The  exami- 
nation takes  place  yearly  in  March  for  the  vacancies  which 
will  occur  in  the  following  July.  Birth,  re-vaccination,  and 
character  certificates  have  to  be  produced ;  the  age  must  be 
between  20  and  27.  Candidates  must  have  passed  the 
Preliminary  pharmacy  examination,  known  at  the  Paris 
School  as  the  '  Validation  de  stage."  Five  minutes  are 
allowed  to  identify  twenty  plants  or  specimens  of  materia

reflection  before  reply,  which  completes  tbis  thirty-five 
minutes'  test.  Then  comes  the  written  examination  (three 
hours  allowed),  one  question  on  pharmacy,  one  on  chemistry, 
and  one  on  materia  medica.

Ginseng  for  the  Viceroy. — An  enterprising  American 
firm  of  ginseng-root  merchants  presented  Li  Hung  Chang, 
during  his  recent  American  visit,  with  an  ebony  case  filled 
with  excellent  specimens  of  this  well-known  Chinese  aphro- 
disiac and  general  remedy.  The  ginseDg  most  in  jepute 
in  China,  it  will  be  remembered,  is  that  fron  Canada  and 
the  States.  The  Viceroy,  it  is  said,  was  highly  pleased  with 
the  gift. 

They  Mean  Business  — "  The  ground  floor  of  Seabury  & 
Johnson's  buildiDg,  59  Maiden  Lane,  will  be  occupied  each 
noon  hour,  beginning  October  1,  by  political  meetings,  under 
the  auspices  of  the  Drug,  Paint,  Oil,  and  Chemical  Club. 
There  will  be  campaign  oratory  and  campaign  melody  in  the 
interests  of  the  straight  Republican  ticket."  We  quote  from 
the  Pharmaceutical  Era,  because  it  is  a  good  report  of  the 
condition  of  the  New  Yoik  drug-market  just  now. 

Imperium  in  Imperio. — The  Seigel-Cooper  Company, 
New  York,  carry  on  a  Whiteley  business,  but  it  was  only  tbe 
other  day  that  they  opened  a  drug-department.  New  York 
pharmacy  law  does  not  allow  tbem  to  do  that,  but  a  bright 
young  man,  Mr.  T.  H.  Mclnnery  by  name,  who  manages 
drugs  and  candies,  conceived  the  idea  of  paying  them  rent 
for  the  prescription-department ;  so  the  Seigel-Uooper  Com- 
pany sail  clear  of  the  law — they  and  Mr.  Mclnnery  think. 
The  Board  of  Pharmacy  are  to  ask  the  opinion  of  a  law-court 
on  that  point. 

Californian  Olives  will  bring  the  state  $2,000,000  this 
this  j  ear,  or  eight  times  as  much  as  last  year's  crops.  Part 
of  the  olives  only  is  used  for  making  oil,  and  at  present  it  is 
wholly  consumed  locally.  The  largest  olive-mill  in  the 
country  is  in  Pomona,  says  Mr.  E.  J.  Eastman,  in  the 
Pharmaceutical  Era.  The  power  is  a  six-horse  power  engine. 
The  grinders  consist  of  two  great  rollers  of  900  lbs.  each, 
revolving  in  a  hollow  pan-like  iron  receptacle  six  feet  in 
diameter  and  one  foot  deep.  The  olives  are  run  into  this 
receptacle  to  the  depth  of  several  inches.  The  rollers  are 
started,  and  the  olives  are  ground  into  a  pomace,  like 
Hamburg  steak.  The  pomace  is  then  packed  in  "  bruscoles," 
and  placed  in  a  100-ton  hydraulic  press.  The  pressure, 
which  must  be  gradual  and  slow,  is  put  on  and  then  stopped 
till  the  oil  has  been  allowed  to  drip  out;  then  a  little  more 
pressure  is  used,  and  this  is  repeated  until  all  the  oil  has 
been  pressed  out.  As  it  comes  from  the  press  it  looks  like 
black  oil,  or  crude  petroleum,  but  soon  separates  with  the 
oil  on  top.  It  is  then  put  into  large  tanks,  and  allowed  to 
stand  for  several  weeks  to  clarify.  Then  it  is  filtered 
through  sand  and  charcoal,  and  lastly  through  white  filter 
paper.

A  letter  from  Mr.  Charles  W.  Brooks,  a  licentiate  of  the 
Society,  complained  that  he  had  been  prosecuted  in  Wey- 
mouth for  having  opened  a  pharmaceutical  chemist's  shrp 
there,  and  two  fines  of  52.  each  imposed  on  him  for  styling 
himself  a  pharmaceutical  chemist  and  for  selling  poison. 
Mr.  Brooks  mentioned  lhat  he  had  been  a  dispenser  for  ten 
years  in  the  Adelaide  Hospital,  Dublin,  and  also  a  lecturer 
on  practical  pharmacy  in  the  Ledwich  School  of  Medicine 
in  that  city. 

Mr.  Bernard  said  the  Council  had  been  abused  for  inter- 
feiing  with  Englishmen  who  started  business  in  Ireland. 
It  was  well,  therefore,  that  it  should  be  known  that  their 
licentiates  were  getting  the  same  treatment  on  the  other 

side. 

The  President:  No  doubt  our  licence  is  not  good  in 
England,  nor  that  of  the  English  Society  in  Ireland.  There 
fore  we  cancel  give  this  gentleman  any  help  in  the  matter.

AMONGST  chemists  and  druggists  in  the  We3t  of  Scotland 
the  liveliest  interest  is  being  excited  by  the  promised 
visit  of  the  Biitish  Pharmaceutical  Conference  to  Glasgow 
next  year.  To  make  preliminary  arrangements  for  the 
reception  and  entertainment  of  the  Conference  a  largely 
attended  meeting  of  an  influential  local  committee  was  held 
in  Glasgow  on  Wednesday.  The  meeting  was  a  private 
one,  but  we  understand  that  the  first  and  second 
Mondays  in  August  were  provisionally  fixed  for  the 
opening  of  the  Conference,  one  of  these  dates  to  be 
atterwards  selected  by  the  committee  in  London.  It 
was  agreed  that  the  Loid  Provost,  Magistrates,  and 
Town  Council  should  be  approached  to  give  a  recep- 
tion in  the  City  Chambers  to  the  members  attend- 
ing the  Conference,  and  it  is  probable  that  a 
steamer  will  be  chartered  to  convey  the  party  on  an  ex- 
cursion down  the  Firth  of  Clyde.

Gbe  Winter  Session. 


SHEFFIELD  PHARMACEUTICAL]  AND  CHEMICAL 
SOCIETY. 

We  gave  last  week  a  summary  of  the  address  delivered  by 
Mr.  David  Storrar,  of  Kirkcaldy,  at  the  inaugural  meeting  of 
the  twelfth  session  of  the  Sheffield  School  of  Pharmacy 
held  on  October  8.  Amongst  those  present  at  the  meeting 
or  at  the  dinner  which  followed,  were,  in  addition  to  the 
President  (Mr  H.  E  Ibbitt),  Dr.  Sorby,  LL  D  ,  F.R.S  ,  Mr. 
A  H.  Allen,  F  I.C.,  F  C  8.,  the  Rev.  J.  E.  Manning,  M.A.,  the 
Rev.  T.  S.  King,  F.G.S.,  Mr.  D  Storrar  (Kirkcaldy),  Mr. 
T.  Bateson,  J.P.  (Kendal),  Mr.  F.  Harrison,  M.R.C.8.,  and 
most  of  the  leading  Sheffield  chemists. 

Mr.  S.  T.  Rhoden  (Hon.  School  Secretary),  read  the 
annual  report,  which  stated  that  there  was  an  increase  in 
the  number  of  students,  the  number  having  been  28  as  com- 
pared with  18  in  the  previous  session  The  increase  was  to 
some  extent  accounted  for  by  the  institution  of  a  class  for  the 
study  of  the  British  Pharmacopoeia.  Classes  in  the  follow- 
ing subjects  were  also  held : — Botany,  materia  medica, 
theoretical  chemistry,  and  practical  chemistry.  The  lec- 
turers reported  that  the  attendance  of  the  students  had 
been  very  regular,  and  their  progress  excellent.  The  special 
prize  of  one  guinea  offered  annually  by  Mr.  G.  T.  W. 
Newsholme  for  ihe  best  herbarium  collected  within  a  twenty- 
mile  radius  of  Sheffield,  and  properly  mounted  by  a  student 
of  the  school  without  assistance,  drew  two  competitors. 
The  diligence  bestowed  upon  this  subject  might  te  imagined 
when  it  was  stated  that  the  total  number  of  plants  sub- 
mitted by  the  two  students  numbered  upwards  of  430.  The 
second  collection  was  so  good  that  Mr.  C.  O.  Morrison  had 
given  a  second  prize.  (Applause.)  The  Cocncil,  whilst  con- 
gratulating themselves  on  past  successes,  coted  with  some 
regret  that  a  large  number  of  janiors  neglec'ed  the  un- 
doubted advantages  offered  them.  They  hoped,  however, 
that  principals  would  impress  upon  youths  in  their  employ 
the  value  of  early  and  continued  application  to  the  subjects 
taught  in  the  school. 

The  President,  in,  the  course  of  a  short  opening  address, 
said  their  school  was  established  and  carried  on  to  give  the 
young  men  entering  into  their  business  a  well- grounded 
education  in  the  sciences  necessary  that  they  might 
afterwards  practise  successfully  and  safely  the  art  of 
pharmacy.  He  congratulated  those  who  had  gained  prizes, 
but  he  did  not  wish  to  say  a  word  to  discourage  those  who 
had  not  obtained  prizes.  The  great  prize  for  which  they 
were  contending  was  that  knowledge  which  was  slowly  and 
surely  attained.  The  Council  had  ever  set  their  faces 
against  all  cramming.  They  did  not  seek  merely  to  get 
young  men  to  pass  their  examinations,  but  that  they  might 
be  thoroughly  fit  when  they  went  forth  to  practise  pharmacy. 

The  following  were  the  prizemen  : — Botany  :  E.  C.  Carr, 
J.  G.  Hawksworth.  Materia  medica :  H.  Milne,  A.  Exell. 
Practical  chemistry :  W.  H.  Tattersfield.  Theoretical  che- 
mistry :  W.  H.  Tattersfield,  W.  Flather. 

Mr.  Newsholme's  prize  was  awarded  to  J.  G.  Hawksworth, 
and  that  given  by  Mr.  Morrison  to  A.  Exell. 

Mr.  Storrar  then  delivered  his  address,  which  was  much 
appreciated. 

The  Rev.  J.  E.  Manning,  M.A,,  in  moving  a  vote  of  thanks 
to  Mr.  Storrar  for  his  address,  said  the  profession  of  phar- 
macy was  a  very  honourable  one,  and  enlisted  the  sympathy 
of  all  intelligent  and  earnest  men.  Their  work  was  one  of 
extreme  importance  to  the  welfare  of  the  community.  The 
lives  of  the  people  were  more  or  less  in  their  keeping ;  and 
the  more  intelligence,  knowledge,  and  learning  given  to  the 
profession,  the  better  it  would  be  for  those  who  practised  it 
and  for  the  public  at  large.    (Hear,  hear.) 

Mr.  J.  Austen  seconded  the  motion.  Mr.  Storrar,  he 
said,  had  presented  to  them  many  old  ideas  in  a  new  form. 
He  gathered  from  the  address  that  they  would  have  to  look 
to  themselves  for  any  advancement  they  might  make  in 
their  profession.  That  is,  they  would  rather  have  to  look  to 
education  than  to  legislation;  for  until  they  were  more 
utited  among  themselves  they  could  not  hops  to  obtain  any 
advantsgeous  legislation.  Many  chemists  Irked  to  make  a 
little  island  around  themselves  and  grow  therein ;  it  would

be  more  to  their  advantage  if  they  would  join  in  forming 
local  associations.    (  Applause.) 

The  Rev.  T  S.  King  also  supported  the  motion,  which 
wa9  carried  with  loud  applaute,  and  Mr.  Stobbab  briefly 
responded. 

The  Annual  Dinneb 

was  subsequently  held  in  the  Masonic  Hall,  and  was 
largely  attended.  The  President  occupied  the  chair,  and 
the  vice  chairmen  were  Mr.  S.  T.  Rhoden  and  Mr.  J.  Austen. 

The  toast  of  the  "  Sheffield  Pharmaceutical  and  Chemical 
Society  "  was  proposed  by  Mr.  Stobrar.    He  thanked  them 
for  having  asked  him  to  be  present,  aid  expressed  the  hope 
that  the  invitation  would  be  an  annual  one.    ("  Hear,  hear," 
and  laughter.)    He  looked  upon  himself,  he  said,  as  a 
member  of  their  Society,  and,  as  most  of  those  present  were 
members,  it  was  merely  a  toast  of  "  their  noble  selves." 
(Laughter.)    Theirs,  he  believed,  was  one  of  theoldtst— if 
not  the  oldest — provincial  pharmaceutical  association  in  the 
country,  and  it  had  done  very  good  service  indeed.    It  had 
had  its  good  and  its  bad  times;  it  bad  passed  through  evil 
and  through  good  report ;  and  now  it  was  as  lively  and 
flourishing  as  when  it  was  started  in  1867.    A  great  deal  of 
the  usefulness  of  the  Society  had  been  the  encouragement 
it  had  given  to  edncation.    (Applause.)    That  was  seen  by 
the  flourishing  classes  they  had  lad  session  after  sessioD. 
He  was  the  more  interested  in  the  presentation  of  prizes 
from  the  fact  that  one  of  the  prize- winners  was  an  old  ap- 
prentice of  his  own — (applause) — and  he  believed  he  was  also 
a  prize- taker  last  year.    He  supposed  the  attendance  that 
iigitwasan  indication  of  the  Jarge  attendances  they  had 
at  their  monthly  meetings  in  winter.    (Laughter  and  ap- 
plause.)   Successful,  however,  as  their  Society  was,  he 
supposed  it  suffered  much— like  the  parent  Society — from 
lukewarmness  amongst  the  members,  and  from  the  fact  that 
they  could  not  get  the  trade  generally  to  join  them  in 
forming  well- organised  societies.    This  was  the  principal 
thing  which  prevented  pharmaceutical  progress.  Perhaps 
the  greatest  reason  for  this  indifference  was  the  keen  com- 
petition that  prevailed,  and  the  difficulty  mauy  had  to  make 
ends  meet.    One  great  object  of  local  societies  should  be  to 
bring  in  members  to  the  parent  Society.    (Hear,  hear.)  He 
honestly  believed  that  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great 
Britain  was  the  only  possible  society  that  could  do  good, 
even  to  the  traders  who  were  outside  the  Society  itself. 
They  should  not  forget  that  it  was  started  as  a  Trade 
Defence  Association.    Its  originators  were  far-seeing  men, 
and  saw  that  the  proper  course  to  take  to  defend  trade  was 
to  educate  and  make  more  qualified  the  individual  pharma- 
cist.   The  present  members  of  the  Society  saw  this  more 
and  more  clearly  now.  He  concluded  byproposicg  the  toast, 
which  was  cordially  received. 

The  President,  in  r?sponding,  also  appealed  to  the 
present  members  to  act  the  part  of  recruiting-sergeants,  and 
to  get  those  who  had  hitherto  stood  aloof  from  them  to  join 
their  ranks.  In  reference  to  the'.r  school,  he  thought  that 
any  master  who  did  not  urge  his  apprentice  to  attend  the 
classes  was  not  doing  bis  duty,  and  the  apprentice,  if  he  bad 
the  opportunity,  was  no  friend  to  himself  if  he  did  not  take 
advantage  of  the  school. 

Mr.  Job  Preston,  who  proposed  the  "Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Great  Britain,"  commented  on  the  eDormous 
amount  of  money  spent  by  the  Society  upon  the  school  in 
Bloomsbury  Square.  He  wanted  to  know,  he  said,  how  it 
was  that  they  in  the  provinces  were  content  to  allow  the 
whole  of  the  education  to  be  conducted  in  Lotdon  and  never 
ask  to  have  a  share  of  it  in  the  provinces.  Those  present 
knew  the  difficulty  with  which  they  had  had  to  contend  in 
Sheffield  in  keeping  their  school  going,  and  how  often  they 
had  had  to  consider  whether  to  keep  it  up  or  not.  He 
thought  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  should 
take  up  the  subject  and  deal  with  it  upon  a  broad  basis, 
and  take  in  hand  the  education  of  pharmacists  in  the 
provinces  in  certain  centres.  (Applause.) 

Mr.  G.  T.  W.  Newsholme,  in  responding,  said  the  school 
in  Bloomsbury  Square  was  the  school  in  the  KiDgdom,  and  it 
was  believed  by  the  Council  that  it  was  the  proper  thing  to 
make  that  school  the  school  for  the  K'ngdom.  There  had 
been  a  remodelling ;  they  were  having  one  session  of  ten 


months  instead  of  two  short  sessions.  This  was  an  experi- 
ment, but  they  believed  it  was  the  wisest  thing  to  do. 

Mr.  W.  Ward,  F.C  S.,  also  responded,  and  said  he  should 
like  to  see  Sheffield  contribute  more  than  it  did  to  the 
benevolent  fund.  It  had  done  fairly  well  up  to  now,  but 
more  might  help.  He  spoke  also  on  the  question  of  educa- 
tion, and  said  he  wished  with  all  his  heart  that  the  parent 
Society  could  see  its  way  to  help  them  by  grants.  If  every 
chemist  and  druggist  in  the  kingdom  were  to  become 
associated  with  the  Society  end  contributed  to  its  funds,  he 
had  no  doubt  the  Council  would  be  very  glad  to  give  them  a 
grant.  Their  great  weakness  was  that  so  mauy  withheld 
their  support  and  membership.  If  those  outside  would  only 
join  the  Society  they  would  soon  be  able  to  get  an  amended 
Pharmacy  Bill,  which  would  do  much  to  improve  their 
present  position.  (Applause.) 

Mr.  T.  Bateson  was  also  asked  to  respond.  He  said  that 
since  be  bad  been  on  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Scclety 
he  had  been  a  member  of  the  Benevolent  Fund  Committee, 
and  until  Wednesday  they  had  not  had  a  list  of  applications 
before  them  so  extraordinarily  large.  Although  he  had  been 
a  friend  of  the  Benevolent  Fund  for  thirty  years  he  had  no 
idea  until  he  came  to  sit  on  the  committee  of  the  amount 
of  good  it  was  doing,  and  of  the  extremely  kindly  way  in 
which  each  case  was  investigated.  He  had  been  connected 
with  other  charitable  institutions,  and  he  had  never  known 
anjthirg  done  so  kindly  as  the  work  of  the  Benevolent 
Fand  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  He  commended  that 
fund  to  their  support,  as  he  was  afraid  the  calls  upon  it  in 
the  future  would  be  even  greater  than  in  the  past.  On  the 
question  of  the  school,  he  said  he  understood  that  Sheffield 
did  get  an  occasional  grant  in  aid,  and  if  they  wanted 
assistance  in  the  future  he  should  be  one  to  help  thera. 
(Applause.) 

Mr.  C.  O.  Morrison  proposed  "  Scientific  and  Learned 
Societies,"  to  which  Dr.  Sorby  and  Mr  Allen  responded. 
They  each  indulged  in  amusing  reminiscences  of  the  diffi- 
culties attending  the  obtainii  g  of  scientific  appliances  and 
of  chemicals  in  years  gone  by 

"  The  Medical  Profession  "  was  submitted  by  Mr.  J.  F. 
Eardley,  and  was  responded  to  by  Mr.  F.  Harbison.  The 
toast  of  •'  The  Visitors,"  proposed  by  Mr.  A.  R  Fox,  brought 
the  list  to  an  end.  The  proceedings  were  varied  by  tbe 
excellent  performance  of  a  glee-party.

Preliminary  to  the  opening  of  the  nineteenth  session  of  this 
Association,  the  committee  have  issued  a  circular  regarding 
the  prizes  open  to  apprentices.  We  regret  to  notice  that  partly 
on  account  of  want  of  funds  and  falling  off  in  the  number  of 
competitors  the  Association  scheme  for  aiding  apprentices 
1o  pursue  their  studies  in  chemistry  under  an  extra-mural 
lecturer  has  now  fallen  through,  after  its  continuance  for  four- 
teen years.  This  scheme  has  been  the  means  of  stimulatijg 
-e7eral  young  men  to  effort,  which  has  carried  them  into  p'o- 
Eiinent  positions  in  pharmacy  and  medicine.  The  pharmacy 
prize  scheme  is,  however,  continued.  This  was  origirally  sug- 
gested by  the  late  Mr.  William  Ainslie,  who  while  he  lived 
ga/ve  a  guinea  prize  annually  to  the  apprentice- member  who 
showed  the  best  knowledge  of  pharmacy  as  judged  by  an 
eiam'nation  in  Latin  prescriptions,  dispensing,  posology  of  the 
B  P ,  and  the  British  and  metric  systems  of  weights  and 
measures  This  is  now  continued  by  Mr.  J.  Laidlaw  Swing, 
and  Mr.  William  Aitken,  of  Durham  (a  former  President 
<>f  the  Assnciatkn),  continues  his  half-guinea  book  prize  to 
the  seco.  d  examinee,  the  President  adding  a  7$.  6^.  third

MEDICINE-STAMP  ACT. 

George  Baldwin,  herbalist,  of  Stoke  Newington  Road, 
was  summoned  at  the  North  London  Police  Court  on 
October  7,  before  Mr.  Paul  Taylor,  for  uttering,  vending,  and 
exposing  for  sale  medicines  liable  to  stamp-duty  without 
having  obtained  a  licence.  The  defendant  pleaded  guilty, 
and  said  he  had  no  intention  to  defraud.  He  had  transferred 
the  business  from  Barking  Road  to  Stoke  Newington,  and 
had  omitted  to  take  out  a  fresh  licence.  Mr.  Dennis,  who 
prosecuted,  said  that  inquiries  bad  been  made  in  the  neigh- 
bourhood indicated,  and  no  record  of  any  licence  could  be 
found.  The  defendant  said  he  did  cot  produce  the  Barking 
licence. 

Mr.  Taylor  :  What  is  the  licence  duty  1 
Mr.  Dennis  :  Only  5s. 

Mr.  Taj  lor  :  But  I  see  that  the  maximum  penalty  is  20/. 

Mr.  Dennis  :  Yes  ;  the  unlicensed  sale  of  patent  mulicines 
is  looked  upon  as  a  serious  offence. 

Mr.  Paul  Taylor  ordered  the  defendant  to  pay  a  penalty 
of  27s. 


SALE  OF  FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT. 

Salicylic  Acid  in  Ipecacuanha  Wine. 

At  the  Wolverhampton  Police  Court,  on  October  9,  before 
Mr.  Neville,  Stipendiary,  Wyleys  (Limited),  wholesale  and 
manufacturing  chemists,  Coventry,  were  summoned  by  Mr. 
G.  F.  Allwood,  Inspector,  for  a  breach  of  Section  27  of  the 
Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1875,  by  giving  a  false  warranty  to 
Ernest  Edward  Hal1,  chemist  and  druggist,  Tettenhall  Road, 
ia  respect  of  certain  ipecacuanha  wine.  There  was  a  second 
charge,  in  respect  of  giving  a  warranty  to  Henry  Hudson, 
North  Road.  The  Town  Clerk  (Mr.  Brevitt)  prosecuted  on 
behalf  of  the  Watch  Committee,  and  Mr.  Kettle  (instructed 
by  Messrs.  Glasier  &  Porter,  solicitors,  Birmingham)  appeared 
for  the  defence.  The  charge  in  respect  to  giving  a  false 
warranty  to  Mr.  Hall  was  first  taken. 

The  Town  Clerk  said  that  on  February  22  last  Wyleys 
(Limited)  supplied  some  ipecacuanha  wine  to  Mr.  Hall  on 
his  order.  The  inspector  subsequently  took  a  sample,  which, 
on  being  analysed  by  the  borough  analyst  (Mr.  E.  W.  T. 
Jones),  was  found  to  contain  -27  gr.  per  oz.  of  salicylic  acid. 
Wyleys  supplied  the  wine  with  a  guarantee  on  the  invoice 
that  the  preparation  was  of  the  fall  strength  according  to 
the  British  Pharmacopoeia. 

Mr.  Hall  gave  evidence  to  ordering  the  wine,  and  said  the 
bill-beads  of  the  company  bore  the  words  :  "  We  guarantee 
all  our  B.P.  preparations,  &c,  so  labelled,  to  be  of  the  fall 
strength  required  by  the  British  Pharmacopoeia." 

Mr.  Allwood  spoke  of  purchasing  the  sample,  and  Mr. 
Jones  gave  evidence  of  the  analysis.  In  reply  to  Mr.  Kettle, 
he  said  that  salicylic  acid  was  undoubtedly  a  preservative. 
By  Mr.  Brevitt :  Salicylic  acid  was  not  a  necessary  ingre- 
dient to  ipecacuanha  wine. 

Mr.  Kettle  said  he  was  prepared  to  prove  that  the  ipe- 
cacuanha wine  supplied  to  Mr.  Hall  was  commercially  pure, 
and  that  there  was  no  warranty  except  a  limited  warranty. 
If  the  Magistrate  said  the  wice  must  be  made  according  to 
the  British  Pharmacopueia  the  defendants  must  lose  their 
case. 

Mr.  Neville  said  be  had  nothiog  to  do  with  the  question 
whether  salicylic  acid  was  any  bent  fit  to  the  drug. 

Mr.  Kettle  said  the  guarantee  might  be  read  in  three 
different  ways.  He  submitted  that  whatever  warranty 
persons  might  have  thought  they  were  going  to  get  did  not 
affect  the  matter.  The  guarantee  guaranteed  the  wine  to 
be  the  full  strength  required  by  the  British  Pharmacopoeia, 
and  he  submitted  that  for  all  material  purposes  the  wine 
supplied  was  up  to  British  Pharmacopoeia  strength,  and  that 
the  defendants  had  fulfilled  their  guarantee.  They  did  not 
admit  that  what  they  sopplied  was  different  to  what  was 
intended.  If  technically  it  was  not  strictly  according  to  the 
British  Pharmacopoeia  it  was  equal  to  it  in  strength  and 
efficiency,  and  the  addition  was  absolutely  harmless. 

Mr.  Neville:  The  question  which  yon  are  anxious  to  fight 
out  is  one  for  those  who  compile  the  British  Pharmacopoeia. 


Mr.  Kettle  said  he  would  like  the  Stipendiary  to  hear  the 
opinion  of  Sir  Willoughby  Wade. 

Mr.  Neville  said  it  might  be  that  Wyleys  had  made  an 
improvement.  If  so  they  ought  to  prevail  upon  the  people 
to  alter  the  book.  He  did  not  think  there  was  any  intention 
to  defraud  in  the  matter.  It  was  a  chemist's  difference  as 
to  how  the  drugs  were  to  be  compounded.  He  had  no  doubt 
that  the  defendants  considered  they  might  get  the  wine  as 
good  or  better  than  by  making  it  according  to  the  British 
Poarmacopoeia,  but  his  opinion  was  that  the  standard  of  the 
British  Pharmacopoeia  was  the  one  that  ought  to  be  relied 
upon.  In  Hall's  case  he  fined  the  defendants  20s.  and  costs, 
and  Hudson's  case  would  be  withdrawn  on  payment  of  costs. 
The  total  was  11/.  10s.  6d.  Oa  the  application  of  Mr.  Kettle, 
Mr.  Neville  said  he  would  grant  a  case  if  required  on  the 
construction  of  the  guarantee.  Sir  Willoughby  Wade,  of 
Birmingham,  Dr.  Paul,  of  London,  and  Dr.  T.  Ridley  Bailey, 
of  Bilston,  were  in  court  prepared  to  give  evidence  on  behalf 
of  Wyleys,  and  Dr.  Alfred  Hill,  of  Birmingham,  for  the 
prosecution. 


Tapioca  Flour  for  Arrowroot. 

At  the  South-Western  Police  Court,  on  October  8,  Wm. 
McGill,  of  Battersea  Park  Road,  was  summoned  for  supply- 
ing tapioca  flour  as  arrowroot.  The  inspector  proved  the 
purchase  of  2  cz.  of  arrowroot  at  the  defendant's  shop,  and 
the  analysis  showed  that  it  contained  100  per  cent,  of 
tapioca  flour,  which  coald  be  purchased  for  2d.  or  3d.  per  lb., 
whereas  arrowroot  would  cost  Is.  or  Is.  6d.  per  lb.  Defen- 
dant was  fined  10s.  and  costs. 

COUNTY  COURT  CASES. 

A  Chemist's  Alimony. 

In  the  Westminster  County  Court  on  October  13,  the  case  of 
Kerr  v.  Kerr  wa3  heard,  in  regard  to  a  judgment  summons 
for  45/.  for  alimony  due  by  the  defendant  to  his  wire. 
Defendant  formerly  carried  on  business  as  a  chemist  in  New 
Bond  Street.  He  converted  that  business  into  a  limited 
company,  bub  in  1895  a  liquidator  was  appointed,  and  the 
business  was  sold  to  a  Mr.  Hancock.  Prior  to  this  Mrs. 
Kerr  had  obtained  a  divorce,  and  an  order  was  made  for  the 
defendant  to  pay  91.  a  month  for  the  support  of  Mrs.  Kerr 
and  three  children.  He  had  paid  nothing  since  January 
last.  Mrs.  Kerr  deposed  that  the  defendant  wa3  able  to  pay. 
He  was  in  partnership  with  Messrs.  Gould,  chemists,  of 
Orchard  Street,  and  was  still  making  a  large  number  of 
specialities,  which  had  been  bought  back  from  the  old 
company.  Defendant  said  the  business  which  was  his  was 
now  the  property  of  a  Mr.  Hancock,  and  the  arrangement 
was  that  he  should  push  the  specialities  and  do  some  work 
at  Gould's,  but  he  was  not  in  partnership  with  him,  and  all 
he  had  had  from  Mr.  Hancock  was  about  60/.,  bat  he  had 
had  other  moneys.  Mr.  Hancock  guaranteed  the  rent  of  his 
house.  He  was  married  a?ain,  and  Mr.  Hancock  paid  for 
his  wife  to  go  to  the  seaside.  Mr.  Hancock  was  examined, 
the  case  having  been  adjourned  for  his  attendance.  He  said 
he  bought  the  business  from  the  debenture-holders  for  2501., 
and  someone  else  found  100/.  He  only  paid  Mr.  Kerr  just 
enough  to  keep  him  going.  There  was  about  160/.  now 
owing  to  him.  He  had  done  this  purely  out  of  kindness  to 
Mr.  Kerr,  whom  he  had  known  for  a  long  time.  Defendant 
received  none  of  the  250/.  His  Honour  said  defendant 
could  have  paid  something ;  a  man  could  not  treat 
an  order  for  alimony  a3  mere  waste-paper.  He  believed 
he  could  have  paid  27/.,  and  he  male  an  order  of  committal 
for  that  amount  f  jr  fourteen  days,  suspending  the  warrant 
until  December  1. 


Selling  a  Chemist's  Business. 

In  the  Westminster  County  Cmrt  on  Tuesday,  in  the  case 
of  Fox  v.  Fowler,  the  plaintiff  sought  to  enforce  payment  of 
a  judgment  debt  of  10/.  due  to  him  from  the  defendant,  who 
was  described  as  a  chemist,  formerly  carrying  on  business  a  5 
Pimlico 

Plaintiff  said  the  debt  was  in  respect  of  commission  due 
to  him  on  the  .iale  of  the  defendant's  chemist's  shop. 

Judge  Lamley  Smith  said  that  as  the  defendant  had  not 
chosen  to  appear  he  would  be  committed  for  twelve  days. 
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A  Drug  Compjni's  Liabilities. 

On  Tuesday,  in  the  Ci'y  of  London  Court,  before  Mr.  Com- 
missioner Kerr.Jorn  Morgan  D-tvis  &  S>ns,  89  Bishopsgate 
Street  Without,  EC,  who  had  obtained  judgment  for 
31  lis  8d.  for  chemicals  supplied  to  Masters  &  Co  ,  chemists, 
London  Road,  Twickenham,  asked  to  have  the  proceedings 
amended  by  having  the  defendants  described  as  Marston  & 
Co.  For  the  defendants  a  gentleman  answered,  and  told 
the  Court  that  theie  was  no  one  by  the  name  of  Masters  & 
Oo.  who  was  liable  for  the  debt.  The  business  to  which 
the  goods  were  supplied  was  carried  on  by  a  drug  company. 
Mr,  Commissioner  Kerr  laid  that  was  no  reason  for  not 
making  the  amendment  asked  by  the  plaintiffs.  Ihe 
plaintiffs'  representative  faid  the  order  for  the  goods  was 
given  to  him  by  the  person  now  appearing  for  the  defendants. 
The  goods  were  supplied  to  him.  Mr.  Commissioner  Kerr 
said  the  plaintiffs  had  blundered,  and  so  much  the  worse  for 
ihem.  Itwasieally  the  result  of  their  own  ignorance.  He 
would  giant  the  application.  In  all  those  cases  of  suing 
film  names  the  good  old  commcn-Iaw  system  had  been 
abandoned.  Formerly  it  was  impossible  to  sue  "  a  company." 
The  lawyers  had  altered  that — apparently  for  their  own 
benefit. 


A  WlNEOW- CLEANER  BREAKS  A  CHEMIST  S  WINDOW. 

At  Croydon  County  Court  on  October  8,  Messrs.  Jones  & 
Peikins,  chemists,  claimed  31.  8s.  from  a  window-cleaner 
earned  Hume  for  damages.  Mr.  Hood,  for  the  plaintiffs,  ex- 
plained that  the  defendant  traded  as  the  Croydon  Window- 
ikaning  Company,  and  he  went  to  the  plaintiffs'  premises 
where,  through  same  want  of  care  in  p'acing  the  ladder, 
he  stumbled  into  the  wiodow,  breaking  the  glass,  carboys, 
&c.  Mr.  Perkins,  one  of  the  plaintiffs,  said  defendant  was 
employed  to  clean  the  inside  of  the  si  op  window.  Witness 
cautioned  him  that  his  ladder,  as  plactu,  was  likaly  to  slip, 
and  defendant  had  only  got  upon  the  second  rung  when  he 
fell  upon  the  contents  of  the  window,  doing  damage  to  the 
(xtent  of  31.  8s.  Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Bilton:  The  ladder 
slipped  accidentally,  but  did  not  break.  The  carboys  were 
fixed  on  two  long  iron  bars,  this  being  the  usual  matner 
of  arranging  them.  The  Judge  asked  what  did  it 
matierhowthe  carboys  were  fixed.  Mr.  Bilton  said  there 
might  have  bsen  contiibutory  negligence,  and  the  vibration 
of  the  ladder  might  have  caused  them  to  fall.  The  defend- 
ant was  not  employed  to  clean  the  inside  windows,  but  was 
asked  to  do  them  out  of  kindness.  The  Jadge  said  it  made 
no  difference  if  the  defendant  volunteered  to  clean  them. 
Mr.  Bilton  said  if  the  ladder  slipped  there  was  no  fault  in 
the  ladder.  The  Judge  said  if  the  defendant  had  stretched 
out  the  ladder  a  little  more  it  would  not  have  s'.ipped.  Mr. 
Bilton  said  his  paint  was  that  plaintiffs  were  helpiDg  to 
clean  the  window,  and  that  the  vibrations  of  the  ladder 
caused  the  carboys  to  fall.  Mr.  Perkins,  recalled,  said  the 
accident  was  caused  by  the  ladder,  on  which  the  defendant 
was  standing,  resting  against  the  bars  upon  which  the  carboys 
stood.  The  Judge  said  the  defendant  was  doubtless  a 
f  killed  window- cleaner,  but  there  appeared  to  have  been  sjme 
mismanagement  in  this  case.  He  gave  judgment  for  the 
full  amount  claimed. 


Martin  v.  Zeno.— A  Commission  Question. 

In  the  City  of  London  Court,  on  October  13,  before  Mr. 
(J  imm:ssioner  Keir,  Mr.  Robert  R.  Mart  d,  now  of 
35  Snowaill  Street,  E  C,  and  recently  of  Mansion  House 
Coambers,  sought  to  recover  from  Zeno  &  Co.  (Limited), 
wholesale  chemists  and  perfumers,  51  Milton  Street,  E  C, 
the  sum  of  351.  On  lOd  as  commission  for  selling  chemical 
and  perfume  goods  on  their  behalE  while  on  a  trip  to  the 
Eait.  The  action  had  been  remitted  from  the  High  Court 
Mr.  Ogle  was  counsel  for  the  p'.aintiff,  and  Mr.  Grower  for  ths 
defendants. 

Mr.  Ogle  said  ths  question  at  issue  was  as  to  the  defend- 
ants' liability  for  the  sum  claimed. 

Mr.  Groser,  ia  answer  to  the  Judge,  said  the  defence, 
siortly,  was  that  the  money  claimed  by  the  plaintiff  was 
dae  to  his  principals,  and  not  to  him. 

Mr.  0^13  said  ne  would  explain  the  case  in  a  few  words. 


Mr.  Commissioner  Kerr :  No  ;  call  your  witnesses  at  once. 
Don't  waste  my  time  with  speeches. 

Mr.  Martin,  the  plaintiff,  was  called,  and  said  that  last  year 
he  was  general  manager  to  the  firm  of  Oppenheimer,  Son  & 
Co.  (Limited).  One  of  the  directors  of  that  company  was 
Mr.  William  Oppenheimer.  Mr.  George  Oppenheimer,  his 
brother,  was  the  managing  director  of  the  defendant 
company.  In  September  last  year  bis  (plaintiffs)  health 
broke  down,  and  it  was  decided  by  his  firm  that  he  should 
go  for  a  trip  to  the  East — to  India  by  way  of  Egypt.  In 
October,  before  he  started,  he  had  an  interview  at  the  office 
with  Mr.  William  Oppenheimer  and  Mr.  George  Oppen- 
heimer. A  Mr.  Davis  was  also  present.  Mr.  William 
Oppenheimer  said,  "  My  brother  wants  to  get  some  busi- 
ness," End  it  was  suggested  that  while  he  was  in  the  East 
he  should  do  some  business  for  the  defendants.  Mr. 
George  Oppenheimer  said  he  would  give  him  a  commission 
of  10  per  cent,  on  all  the  business  he  fucceeded 
in  doing.  Witness  said  he  would  undertake  the 
matter,  and  he  promised  to  do  his  best  for  the 
defendant?.  When  he  arrived  at  the  East  he  em- 
ployed brokers  ard  a  traveller  named  Davis,  whom  he 
took  out  with  him  from  England.  He  was  unable  to  do 
business  to  any  great  extent  himself.  The  expenses  were 
very  large,  and  he  told  the  defendants  that  10  per  cent  was 
not  enough,  and  he  charged  them  in  his  account  12^  per 
cent.  Having  incurred  many  expenses  and  wanting  money, 
he  drew  a  bill  upon  the  defendants  for  151.,  which  he  got 
discounted  in  Cairo,  but  he  subsequently  learned  that  the 
defendants  had  declined  to  meet  it.  When  he  returned  he 
asked  to  be  paid  his  commission.  On  July  4  he  received 
from  Mr.  George  Oppenheimer,  on  behalf  of  the  defendants, 
a  letter,  in  which  they  said,  "  As  we  pointed  out  to  you 
before,  the  arrangement  made  with  Messrs.  Oppenheimer, 
Son  &  Co.  (Limited),  whose  salaried  traveller  you  were,  and 
who  bore  the  expenses  of  the  journey,  was  to  the  effect  that 
they  should  permit  you  to  sell  oar  goods,  and  that  we  were 
to  pay  them  the  commission.  That  this  was  to  be  paid  to 
themselves  was  confirmed  by  you  in  writing,  and  on  receipt 
of  your  letter  we  pledged  ourselves  to  pay  the  commission 
to  them.  We  cannot,  therefore,  without  their  consent, 
accept  the  instructions  which  you  give  in  yours  of  Jane  29 
to  pay  the  commission  to  you  "  That  was  the  first  time  he 
ever  heard  that  he  was  not  to  be  paid  the  commission  which 
he  bad  earned  for  himself. 

In  cross-examination,  the  plaintiff  said  on  March  16, 1894, 
his  terms  of  arrangement  with  Messrs.  Oppenheimer,  Son  & 
Co.  (Limited)  were  reduced  into  writing.  In  that  he  agreed 
to  assist  the  managing  director  of  the  company  in  the 
management  of  the  company's  business,  and  perform  such 
duties  as  he  or  the  board  might  from  time  to  time  direct. 
His  duties  were  to  include  journeys  ia  England,  the  Con- 
tinent, and  elsewhere,  which  the  board  might  think  it  in  the 
interests  of  the  company  that  he  should  take.  The  company 
were  to  pay  him  a  salary  of  500Z  a  year,  payable  monthly, 
and  also  certain  commission,  dependent  upon  the  amount  of 
business  which  he  did.  The  arrangement  was  for  five  years, 
but  subject  to  termination  by  the  company  giving  six  months' 
notice.  He  also  agreed  not  to  engage  in  any  basines3  other 
than  that  of  the  company's  without  the  board's  consent. 
The  witness  was  anxious  to  make  an  explanation  in  regard 
to  this. 

Mr.  Commissioner  Kerr  told  him  not  to  make  speeches,  as 
they  were,  he  said,  a  perfect  nuisance.  The  plaintiff  must 
not  "  talk." 

The  plaintiff  said  he  received  the  permission  of  his  com- 
pany to  represent  the  defendants.  Asked  whether  he  was 
not  dismissed  from  the  service  of  Oppenheimer,  Son  &  Co. 
(Limited),  he  said  he  was  not ;  he  dismissed  himself.  He 
might  inform  the  learned  counsel  

Mr.  Commissioner  Kerr :  Don't  make  speeches,  or  I  will  be 
obHged  to  adjourn  the  case  for  six  months. 

The  Plaintiff :  There  are  many  things  in  this  matter  

Mr.  Commissioner  Kerr :  Get  rid  of  your  counsel,  or  leave 
the  "matters"  to  him.  I  will  not  have  you  both  making 
speeches. 

Tl  e  Plaintiff  :  Very  well.  In  further  cross-  examination,  the 
witnt  ss  said  his  salary  of  5001.  a  year  was  continued  while  he 
was  away,  and  he  was  allowed  45Z.  monthly  for  expenses. 
That  was  paid  by  his  own  company.  In  spite  of  that  he  was 
to  hr.ve  the  commission  on  the  defendants'  business  for  him- 
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•self.  He  never  agreed  to  work  for  the  defendants  and  earn 
•n  commission  bj  way  of  reducing  the  expanses  which  his 
owacomoany  were  put  to  in  sealing  him  to  the  E  ist.  Hi 
■took  with  him  some  money  of  his  owa — about  3)!.  or  40/. 
He  had  to  pay  most  of  Dazis'si  erpios33,  and  duty  and 
■delivery  charges  on  a  case  of  samples,  fi«t  at  Liverpool,  and 
•then  at  Ismailia.  At  first  he  asked  to  have  his  commission 
•paid  to  his  company,  because  they  ware  disbursing  some  pay- 
ments on  his  account,  and  he  simply  wanted  to  hand  moneys 
to  them  by  way  of  recoupment.  Io  wa9  not  th  vt  the  company 
were  entitled  to  that  commission.  He  wrote  to  Mr.  George 
■Oppenheimer  and  said,  "  The  commission  you  are  allowing" 
—  that  was  10  psr  cent. —  "is  no  use.  I  cannot  get  Zeno 
■-orders  without  spending  some  money.  Up  to  date  I  have 
spent  considerable  money  to  get  you  the  orders  I  have.  The 
spending  of  this  money  does  not  hslp  Oppenheimer,  Son  & 
Co.  (Limited)  at  all.  It  is  simply  and  parely  perfumes.  I 
cannot  do  business  for  10  per  cent."  It  was  not  true  to  say 
*that  he  had  been  using  the  money  of  Oppenheimer,  Son  & 
Co.  (Limited)  for  the  purpose  of  getting  business  for  Zeno  & 
Co.  (Limited).  He  used  his  own  money.  Before  the  action 
was  remitted  from  the  High  Court  he  made  an  affidavit,  in  the 
course  of  which  he  said,  "  I  have  paid  out  of  my  own  private 
moneys,  and  not  out  of  any  moneys  belonging  to  the  said 
Oppenheimer,  Son  &  Co.  (Limited),  all  duties  and  commis- 
sions and  other  charges  for  the  purpose  of  securing  orders." 
That  was  true.  He  took  out  30/ ,  and  spent  45/  to  50/.  He 
.presumed  he  earned  his  salary,  and  he  had  a  right  to  disburse 
it  as  he  liked. 

Mr.  Commissioner  K?rr  said  the  action  was  brought  on  a 
vkind  of  collateral  agreement. 

The  plaintiff  further  stated  in  cross-examination  that 
Mr.  E  Del  Mar,  the  chemist  of  Cairo  with  whom  he  dis- 
counted the  bill  for  15? ,  had  not  yet  been  paid.  The  goods 
pent  to  Del  Mar  were  below  sample,  and  inferior  in  quality. 
Del  Mar  told  him  that  he  could  not  sell  the  goods  and  that 
he  should  return  them.  Then  Messrs.  Zeno  &  Co.  (Limited) 
made  an  allowance  of  8/.  He  did  not  know  that  Mr. 
Del  Mar  had  not  jet  paid  his  account  for  the  goods.  On 
..June  29  he  wrote  to  the  defendants  telling  toem  that  as  he 
had  severed  his  connection  with  Oppenheimer,  Son  &  Co. 
(Limited)  his  commissions  were  to  be  pa!d  direct  to  himself 
and  not  to  them.  He  did  that  becaase  i>he  original  arrange- 
ment was  that  he  was  to  have  the  commissions.  It  was  not 
true  that  he  negotiated  the  bill  for  15/.  with  Del  Mar  after 
he  knew  that  the  defendants  would  not  accept  it.  He  drew 
the  bill  in  Cairo  upon  accounts  notified  to  the  defendants. 
Upon  his  return  he  received  a  letter  from  Del  Mar  saying 
the  bill  had  not  been  met.  When  he  met  Mr.  William 
Oppenheimer  in  London  he  said  he  would  arrange  with  his 
brother  George,  and  he  was  then  told  that  it  would  be  all 
-right,  and  that  he  need  not  worry. 

Mr.  Commissioner  Kerr  said  the  agreement  which  the 
•plaintiff  had  with  Oppenheimer  Son  &  Co.  (Limited)  con- 
templated that  he  would  do  other  work  with  the  consent  of 
the  board.  Of  course  when  that  was  contemp'attd  surely 
he  was  to  be  paid  for  the  extra  work  which  he  might  do 
with  the  consent  of  the  board.  He  appsared  to  have  done 
extra  work,  and  the  defendants'  case  was  that  the  condition 
■was  that  the  commission  was  to  be  paid  to  Oppenheimer, 
Son  &  Co.  (Limited).  But  what  consideration  was  there  for 
the  agreement  1 

Mr.  Groser  replied  that  the  agreement  which  the  plaintiff 
•had  with  his  firm  was  not  to  go  to  Egypt.  The  45/.  per 
month  for  expenses  was  not  payable  under  the  agreement. 
^It  was  a  conditional  thing  altogether.  The  interview  to 
which  the  plaintiff  bad  deposed  when  he  said  it  wa9 
-arranged  for  him  to  have  the  commission  for  himself  was,  so 
far  as  the  defendants  were  concerned,  a  fiction. 

Mr.  A.  D.  Davis  was  called  in  suppoit  of  the  plaintiff's 
case.  He  said  that  he  was  formerly  in  the  service  of  Oppen- 
•heimer,  Son  &  Cc.  (Limited).  He  left  them  and  went  with 
the  plaintiff  to  Egypt,  and  travelled  for  orders  for  the  defen- 
dants. He  said  that  he  heard  the  arrangement  mac'e  by  the 
plaintiff  with  the  defendants  and  he  corroborated  the  plain- 
tiff. In  cross-examination,  he  said  that  he  travelled  for 
■other  houses  in  Egypt,  but  Mr.  Martin  did  not. 

That  was  the  plaintiff  d  case. 

For  the  defence,  Mr.  William  Oppenheimer  was  called. 
He  said  that  he  was  the  managing  director  of  Oppenheimer, 
Son  fe  Co.  (Limited).    They  were  wholesale  perfumers  and 


chemists.  As  the  plaintiff's  health  nad  broken  down,  they 
agreed  that  he  should  go  on  a  trip  to  the  East.  The  voyage 
was  arranged  out  of  consideration  to  the  plaintiff  more  than 
anything  else.  As  the  plaintiff's  salary  of  40/.  per  month 
with  45/.  per  month  for  expenses  would  be  very  heavy  for 
them  to  pay,  it  wa3  arranged  that  the  plaintiff  should  take 
Zeno  &  Co's.  samples,  and  see  what  he  could  do.  It  was 
distinctly  stated  that  any  commission  which  the  plaintiff 
earned  on  getting  orders  for  the  defendants'  goods  was  to  go 
towards  relieving  the  salary  and  expenses  of  about  85/.  to 
90/.  per  month  which  tbev  were  to  pay  him.  The  interview 
deposed  to  by  the  plaintiff,  at  which  Davis  was  said  to  have 
been  present,  never  took  place.  Davis  would  not  be  present 
at  such  a  discussion  if  it  had  taken  place.  They  were  not 
particularly  anxious  for  Martin  to  go  to  the  East.  They 
were  not  engaged  in  an  Eastern  trade.  It  was  out  of 
sheer  good  nature  that  they  sent  the  plaintiff  out,  for  he  had 
been  spitting  blood,  or  was  ill  in  some  similar  way.  The 
trip  was  a  loss  to  Oppenheimer,  Son  &  Co.  (Limited)  oE  over 
1,000/.  He  never  authorised  the  plaintiff  to  travel  for  anyone 
besides  his  own  firm  and  Zeno  &  Co.  (Limited). 

Mr.  George  Oppenheimer  was  also  called.  He  corroborated 
his  brother  that  the  arrangement  deposed  to  by  the  plaintiff 
never  took  place. 

After  further  discussion,  Mr.  Commifsioner  Kerr  said  from 
the  correspondence  it  appeared  to  frm  that  the  commission 
was  to  go  towards  the  expenses.  But  he  would  give  the 
plaintiff  an  opportunity  of  satisfying  a  jury  upon  the  point. 

Mr  Ogle :  1  am  quite  prepared  to  do  so.  There  is  a  flat 
contradiction. 

The  case  was  then  adjourned  for  trial  before  a  jury. 


Hiring  Photographic-apparatus. 

At  Rochester  County  Court  on  October  7, before  Judge  Selfe, 
Mr.  Walter  Edwaid  Stokes,  chemist  and  druggist,  Old 
Brompton,  sued  Richard  J.  Sewsley  for  9/.  10s.  6d.  due  for 
the  loan  of  a  camera  and  lenses.  Mr.  Stokes  s-tated  that 
defendant  hired  the  articles  in  question  at  7s.  Bd  per  week, 
and  had  failed  to  return  them.  Defendant  did  not  appear, 
and  a  question  was  raised  respecting  the  manner  in  which 
the  summons  had  been  served.  One  of  the  bailiffs  stated 
that  defendant  refused  to  open  the  door  to  accept  service, 
and  he  had  nailed  the  summons  to  the  door.  The  Judge 
ruled  that  this  was  good  service,  and  he  gave  judgment  for 
the  plaintiff  for  the  full  amount,  payable  by  monthly  instal- 
ments of  10s. 


The  Apothecaries  Act. 

At  the  Southwark  County  Court,  on  October  12,  L  Thomasso, 
of  148  Westminster  Bridge  Road,  was  sued  by  the  Apothe- 
caries' Society  of  the  City  of  London  for  a  penalty  for  un- 
lawfully practising  as  an  apothecary.  From  the  evidence, 
it  appeared  that  Mr.  Thomas  William  Tyrrell,  a  clerk, 
acting  under  certain  instructions,  paid  visits  to  the  defend- 
ant's premises  by  appointment,  and  there  saw  defendant, 
who  examined  him  for  some  imaginary  ailment,  and  pre- 
scribed for  him  twice.  It  was  then  decided  to  proceed 
against  the  defendant,  and  after  the  plaint  had  been  issued, 
he  (Thomasso),  counsel  said,  called  at  the  solicitors' office, 
and  asked  if  toey  would  accept  half  the  petalty  (10/)  and 
not  proceed  against  him,  which  they  declined  to  do.  A 
second  witness  also  gave  evidence  of  treatment  by  the  de- 
fendant on  another  occasion.  For  the  defence,  Tbomasso 
stated  that  he  was  a  patent- medicirje  proprietor,  and  pro- 
duced a  certificate  in  Latin  from  an  American  University. 
He  had  never  been  registered  in  England  as  an  apothecary, 
and  denied  having  acted  as  one.  His  Honour  s*id  he  was 
satisfied  that  the  defendant  had  acted  as  an  apothecary,  and 
gave  judgment  for  the  full  penalty  of  20/. 


A  Chemists  Debts. 

At  the  Lambeth  County  Court,  on  October  8,  the  case  of 
Wood  v  Fox  was  before  Judge  Emden  by  way  of  a 
judgment  summons,  in  which  the  plaintiff  sought  to 
enforce  payment  of  a  judgment  debt  in  respect  of  printing 
done  to  the  order  of  the  defendant,  who  was  described  as  a 
chemist  carrying  on  business  at  Camberwell.  The  debtor 
did  not  appear,  and,  after  hearing  evidence  of  means,  his 
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Honour  made  an  order  for  payment  of  the  som  due  within  a 
month,  subject  to  committal  in  default. 


The  Cost  op  Using  a  Photograph. 

In  the  Westminster  County  Court,  on  Wednesday,  Mr. 
Mendelsohn,  a  photographer,  sued  Mr.  Aspinal,  the  pro- 
prietor of  a  preparation  for  the  hair,  for  15  guineas  for  the 
use  of  a  photograph.  The  plaintiff  holds  the  registered 
eopyiight  of  a  portrait  of  Madame  Patti,  and  be  stated  that 
the  defendant  agreed  to  pay  15  guineas  for  the  use  of  the 
picture  in  advertisements,  and  4  guineas  for  the  block  ;  but 
■when  he  was  applied  to  for  payment  he  repudiated  his 
liability. 

The  defence  was  that  15  guineas  was  to  be  paid  for  the 
original  negative,  and  not  merely  for  the  use  of  the  picture. 

His  Honour  rejected  that  view  of  the  case,  and  gave 
judgment  for  the  plaintiff  for  the  amount  claimed,  with 
costs. 


TRADE-MARKS  AND  THE  MERCHANDISE  MARKS 
ACT. 

An  action  has  been  brought  by  the  Board  of  Trade  against 
Dr.  Jaeger's  Sanitary  Woollen  System  Company  (Limited) 
for  selling  certain  woollen  vests  bearing  a  trade-mark  with 
English  words,  without  also  a  specific  statement  that  those 
goods  were  made  in  Germany.  It  appeared  from  the 
evidence  adduced  b8forethe  Lord  Mayor  on  October  9  that  the 
Jaeger  Company  have  some  of  their  goods  made  in  Germany 
and  some  in  England,  but  to  all  alike  tbey  affix  their  trade- 
mark on  a  printed  silk  lab3l,  the  maik  being  in  these 
words : — "  Dr.  Jaeger's  Sanitary  Woollen  System  Company, 
Sole  Concessiocnaires.  Pare  Warranted  Wool."  After  hear- 
iog  the  evidence  on  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Trade,  the  Lord 
Mayor  adjourned  the  case  until  October  13,  when,  without 
calling  on  the  counsel  for  the  defence,  he  dismissed  the 
summons,  but  granted  a  cass  for  a  superior  Court. 


Bankruptdea  ant)  f  allure0* 


Be  Leonard  William  Stanton,  formerly  in  business  at 
32  Denmark  Road,  Northampton,  but  now  a  Coemist's 
Asfi;tinc  ai  Dsnaby  Main,  near  Rotherham,  Chemist 
and  Druggist. 

An  adjourned  public  examination  of  this  debtor  took 
place  at  the  Sheffield  Bankruptcy  Court,  and  after  a  few 
questions  by  the  Official  Receiver  the  examination  was 
ordered  to  be  closed.  Tne  liabilities  amounted  to  579Z.  lis  9d  , 
and  the  assets  to  11R  6«.  lid. 


Re  Thomas  Hartley,  Southport,  Chemist  and 
Droggist. 

This  debtor  was  examined  at  the  Liverpool  Bankruptcy 
Court  on  October  9  in  regard  to  two  bicycles.  One,  he 
declared,  belonged  to  a  Mr.  Kenworlhy,  who  had  lent  it  to 
him,  and  the  otber  was  sold  for  10s.,  it  being  almost  value- 
less. Be  admitted  having  pawned  a  watch  and  chain  since 
tne  receiving-order,  and  was  directed  by  the  Registrar  to 
hand  over  the  ticket  to  the  trustee.  The  examination  was 
again  adjourned  for  a  fortnight,  the  accounts  ordered  on  a 
previous  examination  not  bav  ng  been  tiled  in  due  time. 

Be  William  Hellirr  at  present  residing  at  Lydd  (Kent), 
and  tormcrly  in  business  at  HawKhurst,  Kent,  Dealer  in 

Cnemicdis,  &c. 

The  Official  Receiver  of  the  Hastings  (Sussex)  Bank- 
ruptcy Court  has  this  week  issued  his  statement  respecting 
the  realisations  of  this  estate.  William  Hellier  will  be  recog- 
nised as  the  notorious  Henry  Heath  Hellier,  who  was  con- 
victed at  Maidstone  some  urns  ago  for  obtaining  credit 
whilst;  an  undischarged  bankrupt  from  a  number  of  firms, 
including  the  Sanitas  Company.  In  his  bankruptcy,  which 
took  place  at  Hawkhurst  In  1893,  Hellier  was  closely  ques- 
tioned respecting  the  manner  in  which  he  had  obtained 
n„nti'.ies  of  chemicals  from  L:ndon,  and  the  means  he  took  I 


todispose  oftbem.  The  Official  Receiver  now  states  that  on 
the  bankruptcy  there  isa  sum  of  11 Z.  Is.  2d  due  to  the  Court, 
the  bankrupt  having  noastets  whatever.  He  adds  that  the 
case  is  an  extremely  bad  one.  Bankrupt,  be  states,  has 
carried  on  a  series  of  frauds,  but  it  was  impossible  to  obtain 
sufficient  evidence  to  ensure  a  conviction.  Eventually,  bow- 
ever,  he  was  convicted  of  obtaining  credit  for  more  than 
ZOZ.  whilst  an  undischarged*  bankrupt,  and  sentenced  to 
twelve  months'  imprisonment;with  hard  labour. 


Be  Williams  &  Co  ,  Market  Place,  Prescot,  Chemists  and 
Grocers,  &c. 

The  creditors  under  thi3  failure  met  at  the  Official  Re- 
ceivers offices  in  Liverpool  on  October  12.  The  statement, 
of  affairs  showed  unsecured  liabilities  505Z.  Is.  Id.,  and1 
assets  308Z.  14*.  Hd.  Resolutions  were  passed  appointing 
Mr.  E.  M.  Owen  (Messrs.  Thraves  and  Owen,  chartered 
accountants)  trustee  of  the  estate,  and  three  creditors  were- 
appointed  a  committee  of  inspection. 


Re  John  Rosetree,  21  Beresford  Road,  Canonbury. 
Wanted  to  make  "  Bovril." 

This  bankrupt,  whose  name  is  John  Rosenbaum,  attended 
before  Mr.  Registrar  Linklater,  last  Tuesday,  at  the  London 
Bankruptcy  Couit,  and  applied  to  pass  his  public  examina- 
tion upon  accounts  showing  liabilities  1  28bl.  16s.  3d.,  ^and 
assets  nil.  gpMNl  "Jz:  '-. 

In  the  course  of  his  evidence  tbe  bankrupt  stated  that  he 
came  over  from  Warsaw  in  February,  1895,  with  the  idea  of 
starting  a  business  for  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  bovril. 
He  had  arranged  for  his  brother  in  Warsaw  to  send  him 
over  the  meat  material  material,  in  concentrated  form,  and 
the  necessary  funds  were  to  be  provided  by  a  Mr.  Jonas, 
whom  he  had  known  in  California.  When  they  were  pre- 
pared to  make  a  start,  they  found  that  "  Bovril  "  was  a  re- 
gistered trade-name,  and  in  order  to  enable  them  to  manu- 
facture and  sell  the  commodity,  they  applied  to  the  Court 
to  have  the  name  of  Bovril  removed  from  the  Trade-mark 
Register.  Their  action  was  dismissed,  and  an  appeal  to  the 
higher  Court  also  went  against  them.  Witness  was  mulcted 
ia  the  costs  of  both  actions,  to  which  fact  he  ascribed  his 
appearance  at  the  Bankruptcy  Court. 

Tne  examination  was  concluded. 


Re  David  Thompson,  5  Mozart  Street,  St.  Peter's  Park, 
Paddington,  Dealer  in  Horse  Medicaments,  &c. 

At  the  London  Bankruptcy  Court,  last  Wednesday,  the 
first  meeting  of  creditors  was  held  in  this  case.  Tbe  debtor, 
who  filed  his  own  petition,  returns  bis  ranking  liabilities  at 
0321.  18s.  4i.,  and  his  assets  at  381  8s  Qd.  He  started  at 
5  Mozart  Street,  in  1888,  with  101.  capita',  and  bss  traded 
there  throughout,  having  also  had  branches  for  a  lime  at 
Chelsea,  Notting  Hill,  and  West  Hampstead.  The  failure  is 
attributed  to  loss  on  the  trading  generally.  No  offer  being 
submitted,  the  estate  was  left  in  the  hands  of  the  Official 
Receiver  to  be  administered  in  binkiuptcy.  The  debtor  was 
directed  to  attend  the  Court  on  November  10  for  public 
examination.

— A  boy,  residing  in  Old  Goole,  says 
the  Hull  Daily  Mail,  had  been  sent  on  an  errand  by  bis 
mother,  and  amongst  other  articles  he  bad  to  purchase  a  box 
of  Beecham's  pills  Instead  of  returning  straight  home,  the 
lad  stajed  playing  on  a  raft  in  the  Barge  Dock,  and  whilst 
rocking  to  ana  fro  he  accidentally  fell  overboard.  There 
were  other  youths  with  him  at  the  time,  but  they  ran  away. 
A  labourer,  named  John  Grassby,  employed  at  the  gasworks, 
apprehended  that  something  was  wrong,  and  ran  to  the  side 
of  the  dock.  All  that  he  could  see,  however,  was  a  box  of 
Beecham's  pills  floating  on  the  top  of  the  water,  but  directly 
afterwards  the  head  of  the  lad  appeared,  and  the  man  suc- 
ceeded in  rescuing  him.  After  this  who  shall  say  that  the 
pills  are  not  worth  a  guinea  a  box  1

Harding. — We  have  lost  a  valued  friend  this  week  by  the 
death  of  Mr.  Henry  Harding,  who  for  over  twenty  years  has 
had  in  his  hands  an  important  share  in  the  work  of  produc- 
ing The  Chemist  and  Druggist.  For  the  past  half-dozen 
years  particularly  he  has  bad  the  immediate  superintendence 
in  Messrs.  Spottiswoode  &  Co.'s  printing-works  of  the  com- 
position and  display  of  the  advertisements  in  this  journal, 
and  the  pains  he  took  over  the  work,  the  details  of  which 
only  practical  printers  can  realise,  were  much  appreciated  by 
ourselves,  and  by  many  of  the  firms  whose  announcements 
he  so  skilfully  put  into  shape.  Mr.  Hardiog  died  very 
suddenly,  on  Monday  evening  last,  at  his  residence,  35  Park 
Road,  West  Dulwich.    He  was  in  his  54th  year. 

Lang  don-Down.— On  October  7,  suddenly,  at  Normans- 
field,  Hampton  Wick,  John  Langdon  Haydon  Langdon- 
Down,  M  D.,  F.R.C  P.,  J.P.  Aged  67.  The  deceased  gentle- 
man was  at  one  time  connected  with  pharmacy,  and 
studied  at  the  School  of  Pharmacy,  Bloomsbury  Square, 
where,  as  Mr.  J.  L.  H.  Down,  he  in  1847  took  the  organic 
chemistry  prize.  Afterwards  ha  commenced  the  study  of 
medicine  at  the  London  Hospital  Medical  School,  and 
graduated  as  M  B,  at  tbe  London  University  in  1853.  In 
the  following  year  he  took  the  M.D  ,  and  became  M.R.C  P. 
He  was  a  distinguished  student  at  the  London  Hospital,  and 
afterwards  became  a  lecturer  there  in  comparative  anatomy, 
materia  medica,  and  the  practice  of  medicine.  As  a  prac- 
titioner his  speciality  has  been  mental  diseases,  especially 
those  of  children,  and  he  had  a  "  home "  for  such  cases, 
being  assisted  in  his  practice  by  his  sons,  Mr.  Percival  L. 
Langdon-Down,  M.B.  (Cantab.),  and  Mr.  Reginald  L.  Langdon- 
Down,  M  A.,  M.B.  (Cantab.).  Dr.  Langdon- Down  was  elected 
an  honorary  member  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  in  1866. 
His  body  was  cremated  last  Saturday. 

Markoe. — Mr.  George  F.  H.  Markoe,  one  of  the  originators 
of  the  Massachusetts  College  of  Pharmacy,  Boston,  and  a 
well-known  American  pharmacist,  was  on  September  25 
found  dead  in  the  laboratory  of  Joseph  Burnett  &  Co.,  of 
Boston,  by  whom  he  was  employed  as  a  chemist.  Paralysis 
was  the  cause  of  death.  Mr.  Markoe  was  in  his  57th  year. 
He  had  been  a  professor  in  the  above  college  until  recently. 

Mueller. — A  cablegram  from  Melbourne  on  Saturday 
announces  the  death  of  Baron  Sir  Ferdinand  Von  Mueller, 
K.C  M.G.,  LL.D.,  M.D.,  Ph.D.,  F.R.S.,  Government  Botanist 
of  Victoria,  and  author  of  many  valuable  works  on  the  flora 
and  fauna  of  Australia,  ifor  nearly  half  a  century  Von 
Mueller's  name  has  been  intimately  associated  with  the  pro- 
gress of  science  and  exploration  in  Australia.  He  was  born 
at  Rostock  in  Germany  in  1825  and  after  his  scholastic 
education  was  articled  to  an  apotheker.  In  1846  he  entered 
the  University  of  Kiel,  where  he  took  the  degree  of  Ph.D., 
giviDg  special  attention  to  botany.  Being  phthisical,  he  in 
1847  emigrated  to  Australia,  and  at  once  entered  upon  those 
labours  for  the  exploration  and  development  of  the  continent 
which  have  only  ceased  with  his  death.  In  1855-56  he 
accompanied  as  botanist  the  expedition  under  the  command 
of  A  C.  Gregory  for  the  exploration  of  North  and  Central 
Australia,  and  was  one  of  the  four  to  reach  Termination 
Lake  in  Central  Australia.  Some  6  000  miles  of  previously 
unknown  land  was  traversed,  and  abundant  collections  made. 
On  nis  return  he  was  appointed  Director  of  the  Botanical 
Garden,  Melbourne.  His  travels  over  the  continent  had 
made  him  extraordinarily  familiar  with  its  flora,  and  it  is 
mainly  through  his  efforts  that  tbe  eucalypti  have  become 
known,  and  their  properties  studied.  He  wrote  a  mono- 
graph on  the  genus,  and  this  is  but  one  of  many  notable 


works  which  he  has  accomplished.  His  erudition  has  been 
freely  acknowledged.  He  was  one  of  the  first  three  in 
Australia  to  receive  the  Order  of  St.  Michael  and  St.  George  ; 
be  was  promoted  to  Knighthood  in  the  Order  in  1879.  In 
1871  he  was  made  a  hereditary  baron  by  the  King  of 
Wiirtemberg.  He  was  made  a  Fellow  of  the  Royal  Society 
in  1861,  and  in  1888  the  Society  awarded  him  one  of  its 


Royal  medals.  Rtfher  late  in  the  day  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Great  Britain  elected  him  au  honorary  meaabfr 
in  1892.  He  took  a  friendly  interest  in  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Victoria,  and  the  feeling  was  reciprocal  ed  ly 
pharmacists  in  all  the  Australian  co'onies,  who  were  promt 
of  bis  achievements.  The  portrair,  given  abive  is  one 
which  we  received  from  the  Baron  about  seven  3  ears  since. 

Slater — The  death  of  Mr.  Thomas  Slater,  retired  chemist 
and  druggist,  of  Stone,  Staffs,  occurred  on  October  8  a j 
the  ag9  of  85  The  deceased  was  a  Dative  of  Longton. 
and  first  went  to  Stone  in  1832  as  assistant  to  Mr.  Thomas 
Kendesdice,  and  was  actively  engaged  in  business  till  1891, 
He  was  a  liberal  supporter  of  local  charitable  objects,  and 
took  an  active  shae  ia  the  parish  affairs  of  the  town. 

Walsh.— On  October  1,  at  Southborough,  Kent,  Mr.  J.  E. 
Walsh,  chemist  and  druggist.  Aged  65  jears.  Mr.  Walsh 
went  to  Tunbridge  Wells  as  a  doccor's  assistant,  and  subse- 
quently acted  as  dispenser  at  the  hospital.  In  1858  he  com- 
menced business  in  Camden  Road  as  a  chemist  and  druggist, 
and  retired  in  1891  after  a  successful  career.  Since  that 
time  he  had  lived  at  Southborough.

LONDON  CHARGES  ON  DRUGS. 

The  abstract  from  the  Oil,  Paint,  and  Lrvg  Reporter; 
oramenting  upon  the  excessive  chaiges  on  goods  consignee? 
for  sale  to  London,  which  we  printed  in  cur  issue  of  lasfc 
week,  gives  serious  food  for  reflection.  In  some  respects  the 
ascusations  brought  by  our  New  York  contemporary  are 
exaggerated,  and  the  article  also  contains  one  or  two  small 
errors.  But,  in  the  main,  the  assertions  that  London  is  an> 
excessively  dear  port  generally  (it  ought  to  be  one  of  the* 
cheipett  in  the  world),  and  especially  that  the  Deck  Corr> 
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pany  (who  aie  the  chief  sinner)  abuse  the  practical  mono- 
poly which  they  hold  in  certain  classes  of  goods  by  charging 
inordinate  rates  for  minute  or  imaginary  services,  are 
lamentably  true.  We  might,  without  much  trouble,  fill  a 
whole  issue  of  our  journal  with  instances  of  excessive 
charges.  There  is  not  a  merchant  or  broker  in  Mincing  Lane 
who  does  not  admit  that  the  existing  system  of  dock- 
charges  is  an  anomaly  and  a  danger  to  the  continued  pro- 
sperity of  the  world's  greatest  trading- centre.  Yet  the 
anomaly  is  allowed  to  remain,  and  the  danger  to  draw  nearer, 
without  one  man  stepping  forward  to  lead  an  agitation  for 
abolishing  the  one  and  averting  the  other. 

As  one  instance  out  of  many  of  the  charges  made  by  the 
Dock  Company  for  handling  goods  the  following  will  serve  : 
— At  the  last  drug-auctions  a  parcel  of  Cms  910  aloes,  con- 
signed to  London  by  a  New  York  firm,  was  offered.  The 
broker  did  his  best  to  obtain  a  bid,  but  was  unsuccessful,  and 
the  goods  were  bought  in.  Ihe  average  value  of  aloes  cf 
this  description  is  about  15s.  per  cwt.  The  Dock  Company's 
bill  fcr  "putting  the  goods  on  show,"  for  this  occasion 
only,  amounted  to  nearly  21.  15s.,  or  9d.  per  cwt. 
The  parcel  will  probably  have  to  be  placed  "  on 
show"  three  or  four  times  before  it  is  disposed  of, 
o  that  it  is  not  too  fanciful  an  estimate  that 
the  total  charges  for  this  portion  of  the  work  alone 
connected  with  the  sale  of  the  goods  will  amount  to  nearly 
20  per  cent,  of  the  value.  The  actual  work  performed 
by  the  Dock  Company  for  this  charge  consists  in  carting 
eome  ninety  boxes,  of  an  average  weight  of  ^  cwt.,  from  one 
room  to  another,  placing  them  on  a  wooden  stand,  "  lotting  " 
them  with  chalk,  and  keepiog  watch  over  the  parcel  during 
the  day  preceding  the  sale.  At  a  liberal  estimate  the  out-of- 
pocket  cost  of  this  manipulation  cannot  be  more  than  five 
shillings.  Considering  that,  in  addition  to  this  charge,  the  ex- 
penses of  landing,  openirg,  sorting,  and  delivering  the  goods 
are  calculated  upon  an  equally  extravagant  scale,  it  may  be 
imagined  what  remains  for  the  consignor  at  the  close  of  the 
transaction.  Charges  of  this  kind  may  not  have  pressed  too 
heavily  upon  goods  in  days  when  the  average  value  of  pro- 
duce was  double  or  treble  what  it  is  now,  and  when 
London  had  a  monopoly  of  most  branches  of  the  produce 
trade ;  but  it  must  be  evident,  even  to  a  dock  director,  that 
they  are  no  aids  to  the  preservation  of  custom  in  days 
•when  at  least  four  rival  ports  are  straining  every  nerve  to 
take  business  away  from  London,  and  when  the  margin  of 
profit  on  most  produce  is  reduced  to  a  meagre  2  or  3  per 
cent. 

It  may  be  said  that  the  greater  cost  of  handling  goods  in 
London  is  compensated  for  to  some  extent  by  the  higher 
prices  which  they  realise  here.  At  the  time  when  London 
and  Amsterdam  were  contending  for  supremacy  in  the 
cinchona  market  it  was  constantly  urged  upon  the  Java 
planters  that  they  ought  to  send  their  consignments  to 
England  rather  than  to  Holland,  because  the  goods  always 
realised  better  rates  here  than  in  Amsterdam.  And  it  is  still 
maintained,  and  in  many  instances  with  good  reason, 
that  all  sorts  of  crude  drugs  and  other  produce  habitually 
sell  at  better  prices  here  than  in  rival  ports.  But  a  reputa- 
tion of  this  kind  is  a  dangerous  one  for  a  port  that  depends 
for  its  prosperity  mainly  upon  its  export  trade.  It  would 
rather,  we  think,  be  beneficial  to  London  to  be  known  as 
the  port  where  foreign  and  colonial  buyers  were  served  most 
cheaply.  One  thing,  however,  may  be  admitted  in  j  astice  to 
the  port  of  London — viz.,  that  the  sorting  and  handling  of 
goods,  though  costly,  is  generally  done  here  in  a  better  and 
more  workmanlike  manner  than  abroad — and  this  fact, 
coupled  with  the  financial  advantages  of  this  city,  is  probably 
the  reason  why  much  trade  has  been  preserved  for  London 


notwithstanding  the  the  activity  of  gentlemen  who  are  said 
to  "  manage  "  its  docks. 

The  "  private  wharves,"  or  smaller  warehousing  concerns 
dotted  along  the  river,  are  more  reasonable  in  their  charges, 
and  in  many  cases  not  less  efficient  in  their  handling  of  good?,, 
than  the  Dock  Company ;  but,  taking  the  case  of  drugs  only, 
it  is  obviously  impossible  to  use  their  accommodation  for 
such  goods  as  vanilla,  benzoin,  aloes,  gamboge,  sarsaparilla, 
dragon's-blood  and  the  like,  which  are  habitually  offered  at 
the  drug-auctions  and  must  be  shown  in  bulk  in  order  to 
enable  buyers  to  judge  of  their  value.  If  druggists  had  to^ 
visit  in  succession  eight  or  ten  wharves,  scattered  along  the 
Thames,  in  order  to  see  the  goods  offered  for  sale,  a  single 
"show-day"  would  certainly  not  suffice.  And  the  Dock: 
Company  are,  apparently,  the  only  warehousing  concern  in 
possession  of  a  well-equipped  central  showroom  for  goods  of 
this  kind.  A  couple  of  years  ago  the  excessive  cost  of 
handling  common  varieties  of  rhubarb  at  the  dock  warehouse 
induced  the  importers  of  this  drug  to  transfer  their  supplies 
to  a  "  private  wharf,"  but  the  experiment  has  not  been  carried 
out  on  a  sufficiently  large  scale  to  intimidate  the  Dock  Com- 
pany. 


THE  POSITION  OF  BORAX. 
The  advance  of  21.  per  ton  in  the  price  of  refined  borax  and1 
boracic  acid  decreed  by  the  members  of  the  Borax  Refiners' 
Union  on  Friday  last  is  the  first  upward  movement  which 
has  taken  place  in  these  articles  for  a  very  considerable 
time.  It  was  quite  unexpected  by  the  trade,  for  although 
there  have  not  been  wanting  indications  tbat  the  manufac- 
ture of  borax  at  the  wholesale  prices  which  have  ruled  during 
the  pas!:  few  years  can  only  have  left  very  small  profits  to 
the  refiners,  it  was  generally  supposed  that  the  keen  compe- 
tition of  manufacturers  outside  the  Borax  Union  would  have 
prevented  an  organised  advance  in  price.  Moreover,  it  has 
been  freely  stated  lately  by  persons  who  are  in  a  position  to 
know  the  market  well,  that  the  formation  of  a  new  Borax 
Refining  Company,  with  works  in  Kent  equipped  with  new 
plant  for  the  treatment  of  the  so-called  "  Colmanite,"  a 
Calif ornian  boraoite,  was  likely  to  have  a  depressing  effect,, 
and  that  the  new-comer  would  not  be  allowed  to  gain  a 
foothold  on  the  market  without  further  cutting  of  the  prices.. 
The  advance  to  which  we  have  referred,  however,  seems 
to  indicate  that  the  combined  borax-manufacturers  do  not- 
anticipate  any  immediate  trouble  from  this  quarter. 

The  commercial  history  of  borax  .during  the  last  thirteen 
years  has  been  one  of  continued  decline  in  price.  The 
breakdown  commenced  as  far  back  as  1883.  Up  to  that  time 
the  English  and  French  borax  refiners  practically  had  the 
business  in  their  hands.  The  bulk  of  their  raw  material 
was  obtained  from  the  volcanic  deposits  in  Northern  Italy. 
These  Italian  borax-lakes,  or  "fumaroles,"  were  in  the  hands> 
of  a  few  owners  who  worked  hand-in-hand  with  the  English 
makers,  and  the  supplies  of  boracite  from  the  mines  in  Asia 
Minor  were  also  controlled  by  the  British  manufacturers,  as 
they  still  are.  The  immense  boracite  deposits  in  the  Pacific 
States  of  America  had  been  known  for  some  years,  but  the  great 
cost  of  bringing  borax  from  Colorado  and  California  to  Europe 
acted  as  a  check  upon  American  competition.  It  is  not  sur- 
prising, therefore,  that  the  price  of  refined  borax  ruled  very 
high,  and  was  subject  to  comparatively  few  fluctuations. 
In  July,  1876,  the  wholesale  quotation  was  suddenly 
reduced  from  50s.  to  40s.  per  cwt.;  in  December,  1877, 
there  was  a  farther  reduction  from  40*.  to  35*. ; 
but  in  December,  1879,  the  rate  was  put  up  from 
35s.  to  no  less  than  60s.  per  cwt.  There  it  remained  for 
four  years.    In  the   meantime,  however,  another  crude 
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material  for  borax- manufacture — viz  ,  borate  of  lime,  from 
the  northern  provinces  of  Chili — had  obtained  a  prominent 
footing  in  Europe.    This  borate  of  lime  was  more  workable 
and  cheaper  than  any  of  the  other  raw  materials,  and,  as  it 
happened,  the  first  people  to  see  the  advantages  of  its  use 
were  the  Germans.    Borax-refineries  were  started  in  Ham- 
burg with  the  aid  of  this  raw  material,  and  "soon  attained 
considerable  importance.    They  not  only  made  it  difficult 
for  English  manufacturers  to  maintain  their  hold  upon  the 
German  market,  but  soon  began  to  compete  with  them  in 
foreign  countries,  and  also  in  Britain  itself.    The  necessity 
of  coping  with  this  competition  was  probably  the  chief 
reason  which  led  the  English  manufacturers  in  December, 
1883,  suddenly  to  lower  their  prices  to  40*.  and  42s.  per  cwt., 
according  to  brands.    The  ostensible  reason  given  at  the 
time  was  that  it  was  desired  to  check  threatened  exports  of 
borax  from  California,  but  the  German  competition  probably 
had  a  good  deal  to  do  with  it.    At  any  rate, \ Calif ornian 
borax,  although  it  has  from  time  to  time  been  sold  in 
Europe,  has  been  a  spectral  rather  than  a  concrete  com- 
petitor.   Meanwhile,  the  borate  of  lims  shipments  from 
South  America  continued  to  increase  year  by  year.  No 
definite  understanding  appears  to  have  existed  among  the 
English  refiners,  whose  numbers  gradaally  increased ;  and  as 
for  the  German  makers,  there  seems  to  have  been  no  thought 
of  coming  to  any  arrangement  with  them.    The  result  was 
that,  in  spite  of  the  40  per  cent,  reduction  of  1883,  the 
position  bscame  more  and  more  hazardous.    German  makers 
kept  offering  at  lower  and  lower  rates ;  second-hand  holders 
also  competed  threateningly  in  all  quarters ;  and  com- 
petition among  the  English  refiners  became  yearly  more 
severe.    Added  to  this,  the  close  control  previously  kept 
over  the  Italian  deposits  was  abolished.     Several  new 
factories  were  set  up  in  that  country ;  some  of  them 
became  competitors  in  refined  borax,  and  others  offered  the 
crude  product  to  all  parts  of  the  world  where  refineries 
existed.    One  by  one,  in  the  course  of  the  year  1885,  the 
old-established  English  refiners  reduced  their  quotations,  by 
instalments,  from  40s.  down  to  about  30s.  per  cwt.  More- 
over, they  added  a  reduction-clause  to  their  contracts,  which 
plainly  indicated   that  they  expected  a  further  decline. 
Meanwhile  the  production  of  crude  material  had  begun  to 
outrun  the  requirements  of  the  refiners  very  considerably. 
All  kinds  of  raw  borates  fell  in  price,  and  the  cost  of 
borax-refining  was  gradually,  it  is  understood,  considerably  re- 
duced.   The  low  prices  also  had  the  advantage  of  greatly 
stimulating  the  consumption,  and  the  growth  of  demand 
shows  no  sign  of  stopping  even  at  the  present  day.  The 
Continental  competition,  however,  continued,  and  in  1886 
some  of  the  foreign  refiners  offered  borax-crystals  as  low  as 
22s.  6d.  per  cwt.,  although  the  English  refiners  were  still 
quoting  up  to  30s.  per  cwt.    In  December  of  that  year,  the 
winter  months  generally  appear  to  bring  surprises  in  the 
borax  market,  the  German  refiners  formed  a  union,  and 
raised  their  quotations  from  45m.  to  60m.  per  100  kilos. 
This  was  followed  by  an  all-round  increase  in  the  price  of 
English  borax  to  30s.  and  32s.  per  cwt.    Thus  the  refiners 
had  been  practically  brought  into  unison.    Refined  boracic 
acid  was  also  increased  in  price,  although  it  was  not  officially 
included  in  the  newly-formed  union.    Considerable  stocks 
remained  in  ^second  hand,  but  gradually  these  were  worked 
oft,  and  the  business  appeared  to  become  established  on  a 
much  sounder  footing  than  ever  before,  although  with  little 
prospect  of  a  return  to  the  old  prices.    In  1889  boracic  acid 
was  also  brought  within  the  convention,  but,  except  for  frac- 
tional alterations,  prices  remained  very  steady.    The  borate 
of  lime  shipments  from  Chili  had  assumed  enormous  propor- 
tions.   In  1887  no  fewer  than  4,500  tons  of  borate  of  lime 


were  exported  from  that  country ;  in  1838  the  exports  fell  to 
1,670  tons,  but  they  have  since  shown  a  great  increase  again. 

The  development  of  the  German  borax-refining  industry 
is  strikingly  indicated  in  the  German  export  figures  of  borax 
and  boracic  acid  (these  two  articles  are  not  separated  in 
the  official  returns).  In  1882,  when  the  German  industry 
was  in  its  infancy,  222  tons  of  these  two  articles  were 
exported  from  Germany ;  in  1887  the  exports  amounted  to 
801,  in  1888  to  1,172,  in  1889  to  1,664,  and  in  1893  to  no 
fewer  than  1,700  tons. 

Borax-refining  in  Britain,  however  (although  no  statistics 
of  the  British  exports  are  available),  seems  to  have  grown 
in  similar  proportions.  The  constantly  lowered  prices  of 
the  raw  material  induced  new  firms  to  launch  out  into  the 
industry,  and  most  of  these  remained  outside  the  borax 
convention.  The  result  has  beea  that  within  the  past  four 
years  the  English  outsiders  have  stood  in  the  same  relations 
to  the  borax  convention  as  the  German  outsiders  did  ten 
years  ago— that  is  to  say,  they  have  gradually  lowered 
their  quotations,  and  compelled  the  members  of  the  con- 
vention to  follow  suit,  until  in  the  course  of  the  present 
year  refined  borax  reached  the  lowest  price  ever  known — 
viz.,  18s.  per  cwt.  From  that  figure  last  week's  rise  is  the 
first  rebound.  Whether  it  will  be  followed  by  another  is 
impossible  to  say  at  present.  Two  facts  must  not  be  lost 
sight  of,  viz. :  firstly,  that  it  is  believed  that  even  at  the 
lowest  quotation,  refiners  still  made  a  small  margin  of 
profit;  and,  secondly,  that  the  lowering  of  fi eights  and  the 
improved  means  of  communication  with  distant  countries 
have  placed  within  reach  of  the  refiners  an  apparently  in- 
exhaustible supply  of  extremely  cheap  raw  material. 


AN  HISTORIC  DISCOVERY. 


Pharmaceutical  Journal,

It  is  interesting  to  note 
that  the  date  of  the  forma- 
tion of  the  Society,  as  quoted 
in  the  Calendar  of  the 
Society  ever  since  that  pub- 
lication first  appeared,  proves 
to  be  incorrect.  The  meeting 
held  at  the  "Crown  and 
Anchor  Tavern  "  on  February 
15,  1841,  had  no  reference 
whatever  to  the  formation  of 
such  an  association,  but  dealt 
solely  with  a  recently  drafted 
Bill  to  amend  the  laws  relat- 
ing to  the  medical  profession. 
The  Committee  then  ap- 
pointed, however,  to  watch 
and  oppose  the  progress  of 
the  Bill  ultimately  became 
the  first  Council  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society.  The 
actual  formation  of  the 
Society  took  place  at  the 
"Crown  and  Anchor"  on 
April  15,  1841. 


and 
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The  C.  4-  D., 
April  18, 1891. 
It  was  on  February  15, 
1841,  that  "  a  large  and 
influential  public  meeting  of 
chemists  and  druggists  "  was 
held  at  the  Crown 
Anchor  Tavern  in 
Strand,  to  consider 
medical  Bill,  which 
Benjamin  Hawes 
was  then  trying  to 
through  Parliament, 
which  was  regarded  by  the 
chemists  and  druggists  of 
that  day  as  so  seriously 
inimical  to  their  interests. 
It  was  in  consequence  of 
their  early  association  in 
opposition  to  that  Bill  that 
these  chemists  and  druggists 
met  again  at  the  Crown  and 
Anchor  on  April  15,  1841, 
and  resolved,  among  other 
things  [to  found]  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  of  Great 
Britain. 


We  like  our  contemporary's  phrase  "  proves  to  be  incorrect,'' 
as  the  trueaccount  of  the  matter  is  given  in  that  excellent  pub- 
lication of  the  Society's,  "  Historical  Sketch  of  the  Progress 
of  Pharmacy  in  Great  Britain,''  by  Jacob  Bell  and  Theophilus 
Redwood,  printed  in  1880.  It  was  to  it  that  we  were  indebted 
for  our  facts.    The  immortal  forty  were  appointed  the  first 
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Council  "  until  the  general  meet'iDg  in  May,  1842,  from  which 
period  the  Council  shall  consist  of  twenty-one  members 
only  "  ;  so  ran  the  resolution  of  June  1,  1841.  By  a  cuiiou a 
error,  the  name  of  Mr.  William  Wilkinson,  248  Strand,  is 
given  in  the  first  full  list  of  members  and  associates  as  a 
member  of  Council,  instead  of  the  name  of  Mr.  Edward 
Winstanley,  7  Poultry. 

THE  DUAL  HELIUM. 
Professors  Ramsay  and  Collie  made  a  mistake  in  their 
calculations  of  tin  densities  of  the  light  and  heavy  helium 
molecules.  Experimentally  they  find  them  to  be  1874  and 
2  133.  If  this  explanation  of  helium  anomalies  proves  to  be 
correct,  the  law  that  mslecules  of  the  same  subsDance  are  of 
the  same  size  and  density  must  be  revised. 

SOUTH  AMERICAN  CORIANDER. 
Fluckiger  and  Hanbury  mention  how  the  cultivation  of 
the  coriander  shrub  has  spread  from  its  home  in  the 
Mediterranean  and  Caucasian  regions  to  other  parts  of  the 
world,  even  Paraguay.  The  first  commercial  evidence  of  the 
South  American  cultivation  of  the  fruit  is  given  this  week  in 
the  offer  of  a  parcel  of  it  imported  from  South  America. 
The  seeds  are  smaller  and  browner  than  the  European 
kind,  also  somewhat  deficient  in  pungency,  but  they 
will  find  their  way  into  the  hearts  of  sweets,  or  into  the 
composition  of  some  mysterious  horse-condition  powders,  for 
which  they  are  sufficiently  good. 
AMATEUR  DRUGGISTS  PRESCRIBING  FOR  EACH  OTHER. 
'•  By  way  of  variation,"  s  lysthe  Newcastle  Daily  Chronicle, 
in  a  sarcastic  comment  on  one  of  Sir  William  Harcourt's 
recent  speeches,  "  Sir  William  has  gone  to  drugs  for  his 
similes,  and,  apparently,  like  most  beginners  in  pharmacy, 
has  got  into  trouble  amongst  the  incompatibles.  Constant 
doses  of  morphine  and  colchicum,  he  has  been  telling  the 
electors  of  Rnymney,  give  temporary  relief,  but  ruin  the 
constitution.  Sorely,  this  is  an  extraordinary  prediction. 
Morphine  may  give  temporary  relief,  but  we  had  always 
understood  that  the  immediate  effects  of  a  dose  of  colchicum 
were  unpleasant  rather  than  relieving.  And,  certainly,  one 
ought  not  to  liken  the  results  of  a  dose  of  colchicum  to  the 
closure."  Clearly  the  Newcastle  sage  is  thinking  of  colo- 
cynth.  Fannily  enough,  he  pretty  frequently  sets  up  as  an 
authority  on  all  sorts  of  scientific  matters,  but,  as  often 
happens  with  tyros  (to  paraphrase  his  own  words),  he  has 
got  into  trouble  with  the  terminology  of  materia  medica. 
Sir  William  is  the  better  druggist  of  the  two. 

KREAT. 

A  parcel  of  "chiretta"  was  offered  in  Mincing  Lane  this 
week  which  no  one  would  buy  as  such,  for  experienced  drug- 
examiners  had  little  difficulty  in  reccgaising  in  it  the  "  false 
chiretta,"  which  appeared  in  the  Lane  about  this  time  last 
year,  and  was  then  identified  as  the  stem  of  Andrographis 
paniculata.  It  is  sometimes  called  Indian  chiretta,  but  is 
better  known  as  kreat,  and  is  probably  a  more  valuable  bitter 
than  chiretta.  Dr.  Kanny  Lall  Dey,  in  his  thoroughly 
practical  work  on  the  "  Indigenous  Drugs  of  India,"  men- 
tions that  one  of  the  vernacular  names  for  it  means  "  king 
of  bitters."  It  is  a  powerful  bitter  tonic,  he  says,  and  has 
been  successfully  used  in  cases  of  dysentery  and  diarrhoea. 
It  forms  an  ingredient  of  the  celebrated  French  nostrum  (sic), 
the  Droguamere,  and  is  useful  in  general  debility,  in  con- 
valescence after  fever,  and  in  advanced  cases  of  dysentery. 
It  is  understood  to  be  one  of  the  components  of  Kreat 
Halviva,  which  enjoyed  a  reputation  during  the  influenza 
outbreak.  Nevertheless,  it  is  not  B.P.  chiretta,  and  there  is 
no  market  for  it  as  such.  It  is  easily  recognised  by  its  bright 
green  surface,  square  stem,  and  the  furrow  which  runs  down 
each  side  of  the  stem.  It  is  quite  bitter,  but  has  not  the 
nauseous  taste  of  trae  chiretta.  The  parcel  came  from 
Bombay,  and  is  of  fresh  import. 


ZOOPHILIST  BUT  NOT  JOSEPHILIST. 
The  Zoophilist  has  not  a  vivisectionist's  licence,  because  it 
does  not  experiment  upon  the  lower  animals,  but  should  Par- 
liament, in  its  wisdom,  sometime  exercise  control  over  the 
gentle  art  of  scarifying  "  the  noblest  work  of  God,''  our  con- 
temporary will  stand  a  good  chance  of  getting  the  first 
licence,  for  it  exposes  the  weaknesses  of  vivisectionists  as 
mercilessly  as  they  may  expose  the  tissues  of  animals.  The 
last  feat  in  this  direction  is  the  assertion  that  Sir  Joseph 
Lister  is  not  the  discoverer  of  the  antiseptic  system.  Refer- 
ring to  the  Liverpool  address,  the  Zoophilist  says  : — 

It  was  only  when  Pasteur  showed  that  putrefaction  was 
caused  by  living  germs  that  the  possibility  of  killing  them 
without  injuring  the  tissues  dawned  upon  the  surgical  mind. 
And  now  carbolic  acid  appears  on  the  scene.  Sir  Joseph 
had  "  heard  of  it  as  having  a  remarkable  deodorising  effect 
on  sewage."  It  is  a  pity  Sir  Joseph  is  so  very  brief  on  this 
point,  for  it  happens  that  two  \ears  before  Sir  Joseph  made 
his  trials  with  carbolic  acid,  Dr.  Declat,  then  of  Paris,  pub- 
lished a  work  on  the  antiseptic  uses  of  the  acid  in  the 
treatment  of  wounds.  It  is  almost  impossible  that  Sir 
Joseph  can  have  been  ignorant  of  Declat's  work,  and  of  the 
seveial  years  of  experience  which  it  related.  In  that  case, 
what  becomes  of  the  beautiful  scientific  deduction  which  Sir 
Joseph  now  imagines  took  place  in  his  own  mind  1 

A  more  pertinent  question  would  be  :  What  has  become  of 
Declat  ?

Either  of  these  tills  soon  pays  itself, 
and  since  the  iota  that  a  check-till  throws  suspicion  upon 
assistants  has  given  place  to  the  more  reasonable  one  that 
the  till  simply  means  good  business,  we  expect  that  a  shop 
without  one  will  ere  long  be  the  exception. 

The  Prague  Pharmaceutical  Exhibition  Awards. — 
Awards  have  been  given,  it  would  seem,  with  great  liberality 
by  the  jury  of  the  recent  Prague  Pharmaceutical  Exhibition. 
All  four  of  the  English  exhibitors  have  received  acknowledg- 
ments. To  Messrs.  J.  Holroyd  &  Co ,  Manchester,  who 
exhibit  compressed-tablet  machinery,  and  to  Professor  John 
Attfield,  F.R.S.,  whose  "  Chemistry  "  was  shown  in  group  2 
under  "  pharmaceutical  literature,"  diplomas  of  honour  are 
given.  Professor  Attfield's  diploma  is  specially  noteworthy 
because  only  two  such  awards  were  given  to  the  eighty-three 
exhibitors  in  the  particular  group  which  contained  his  book, 
the  Deutfcber  Apotheker-Verein  being  the  recipient  of  the 
other.  Mr.  William  Martindale  receives  a  gold  medal  for 
his  "  Extra  Pharmacopoeia  " ;  and  Mr.  E.  L.  Henry,  of  Loam- 
pit  Vale,  Lewisham,  S.E.,  obtains  a  brorze  rjceial  for  hia 
"  Mnemonic  Aids  to  Pharmacy."

I  had  not  visited  the  pleasant  groves  of  Caledonian  Road 
for  some  considerable  time,  which  accounts  for  the  fact  that 
the  building-operations  which  have  been  going  on  at  the 
Camwal  factory  have  hitherto  escaped  my  attention.  But  I 
called  at  Gifford  Street  just  in  time  to  see  the  new  landing 
yard  and  entrance  completed.  Camwal  is  gradually  absorb- 
ing the  small  private  houses,  each  with  its  tiny  front  garden, 
that  cluster  round  the  big  factory.  Three  of  them  were 
bought  up  for  the  new  yard.  Unfortunately  for  Camwal 
the  neighbouring  property-owners  have  found  out  that  the 
big  factory  is  cramped  for  space,  and  the  price  of  real 
estate  on  Gifford  Street  has  therefore  undergone  a  boom 
lately.  The  new  space  acquired  by  the  company  has  been 
formed  into  a  spacious  concrete-floored  yard,  where  the  vans 
can  be  loaded  without  the  inconveniences  that  accompanied 
the  old  practice  of  loading  in  the  public  street.  Mr.  Pirie, 
the  manager  of  the  company,  who  explained  the  details  of 
the  alteration  to  me,  estimated  that  the  new  entrance  would 
add  40  per  cent,  to  the  efficiency  of  the  labour  employed  in 
loading.  "  Moreover,"  said  he,  "  we  shall  have  no  further 
trouble  with  thieves,  who  used  to  gather  round  our  vans 
when  the  loading  was  done  in  the  street,  and  we  reckon  to 
save  a  horse  or  two  a  jear  by  keeping  them  out  of  the  cold." 

A  four- inch  layer  of  slagwool  separates  the  wooden  frame 
of  the  roof  from  the  tiles,  the  object  beiDg  to  preserve  an 
even,  cool  temperature,  a  matter  of  great  importance  in  a 
mineral-water  factory.  This  arrangement  was  copied  from 
that  existing  at  the  firm's  syrup-room,  where  it  has  been 
found  to  work  excellently  well.  The  Camwal  drivers,  Mr. 
Pirie  told  me,  by  the  way,  are,  without  exception,  Army 
Reserve  men.  Camwal  is  now  beginning  to  prepare  for  the 
next  season's  summer-trade,  and  Mr.  Pirie  wants  to  be 
certain  that  there  shall  never  again  be  any  danger  of  delayed 
deliveries  such  as  sometimes,  although  rarely,  occurred  during 
the  past  hot  and  dry  summer.  The  whole  district  south  of 
the  Thames,  however,  is  now  supplied  from  the  Mitcham 
faotory,  and  this  has,  to  some  extent,  relieved  the  strain  on 
the  Islington  works. 

After  having  inspected  the  new  yard  we  adjourned  to  Mr. 
Pirie's  room,  where  I  was  shown  some  interesting  specimens 
illustrating  the  evolution  of  the  modern  syphon.  The  oldest 
of  these  was  an  ugly  blue-grey  earthenware  jar  labelled, 
"  Mayo  &  Co.'s  Patent  Syphon  Vase,"  apparently  some  sixty 
years  old.  The  principle  on  which  the  syphon  was  filled  is 
the  same  which  still  obtains  ;  but  one  must  see  the  elegant, 
clean,  modern  glass  syphon  and  the  old  stone-jar  apparatus 
together  to  understand  the  stride  which  the  mineral-water 
industry  has  made  during  the  past  generation.  "  Though 
bearing  an  English  imprint,"  said  Mr.  Pirie,  "  this  old  syphon 
was  probably  made  in  France,  which  is  the  country  where 
the  syphon  was  invented  ;  and  until  a  few  years  ago  France 
supplied  the  vast  majority  of  syphons  used  in  this  country. 
Then  came  Vienna,  which  took  away  a  considerable  portion  of 
the  French  trade.  Do  we  buy  any  Viennese  syphons  ?  Oh, 
yes  1  we  have  bought  a  good  many ;  but  last  year,  for  the 
first  time,  we  bought  none  but  English-made  syphons,  manu- 
factured quite  close  to  our  works  here."  "  Can  London 
compete  successfully  against  Vienna?"  "I  think  so;  but 
of  course  it  remains  to  be  seen  how  our  supplier  will  get 
through  his  second  season's  trial.  Anyhow,  we  will  buy  the 
London-made  article  if  possible."  Then  Mr.  Pirie  showed 
me  the  new  syphon-holders  which  the  firm  are  selling  at  Is. 
each  to  customers.  It  was  first  intended  to  have  these 
holders  made  in  tin,  but  it  was  found  that  the  bottom  of 
the  tin  was  soon  eaten  away.  Thetford  paper- pulp  has  been 
found  an  effective  substitute.  The  syphon-holders  are 
handsomely  decorated  and  fitted  within  with  three  metal 
springs  by  which  the  syphon  is  held  in  position.  The  use  of 
the  holders  has  the  great  advantage  that  it  saves  the  cloth 
or  table  from  being  moistened  with  the  droppings  of  the 
syphon. 
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Kola- planting. 

Within  the  last  two  months  several  important  planters 
from  Brazil,  Ecuador,  and  British  Goiana  have  visited 
London,  and  made  inquiries  about  the  advisability  of  starting 
kola-plantations.  These  planters  mainly  take  up  their 
European  head-quarters  in  Paris,  and  in  that  City  they  have 
made  experiments  with  kola  preparations.  One  of  them,  a 
Brazilian,  afterwards  also  made  inquiries  in  Germany  and 
the  United  States.  He  was  told  that  London  was  the  centre 
of  the  kola  trade,  and  finally  went  there.  Not  being  able  to 
obtain  any  information  from  the  wholesale  chocolate- makers, 
be  went  to  Kew,  and  also  to  Messrs.  Christy  &  Co.,  of  Lime 
Street,  where  be  secured  half  a  ton  of  kola- nuts  for  seed. 
Kola,  said  this  Brazilian,  was  a  most  economic  crop  for  the 
planter.  Those  with  whom  he  had  talked  about  the  matter 
in  Europe  had  mostly  asked  him  to  ship  the  nuts,  surrounded 
by  leaves,  in  straw  baskets,  exactly  as  they  have  been  packed 
in  Africa  for  centuries.  Mr.  Thos.  Christy,  when  I  called 
upon  him  the  other  day,  was  enthusiastic  about  this 
Brazilian,  and  further  told  me  that  he  had  also  had  visits 
recently  from  an  Ecuadorian  and  a  British  Guiana  planter, 
both  of  whom  want  to  start  kola-planting. 

The  planter  from  Ecuador  went  to  Germany  and  New  York 
where  he  learned  that  there  was  a  large  demand  for  fresh, 
kola-nuts,  that  it  was  an  easy,  clean  article  for  a  planter,  and 
that  the  tree  grew  at  a  low  elevation.  Then,  coming  to 
London,  he  pursued  his  investigations,  and  purchased  plants 
from  Messrs.  Christy  &  Co.  Kola,  he  said,  is  sure  to  be 
taken  up  largely  by  planters,  because  no  preparation,  such 
as  the  fermenting  of  cocoa,  or  the  fermenting,  husking  and 
drying  of  coffee,  is  necessary.  It  runs  no  risk  of  being  spoiled 
on  its  way  to  the  coast,  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  it  is  a 
crop  that  will  become  as  popular  in  South  America  as  it  is 
in  Africa. 

The  British  Guiana  planter's  experience  is  almost 
identical,  and  shows  that  there  is  a  movement  in  favour  of 
the  introduction  of  kola  on  plantations  in  various  parts  of 
South  America. 

The  great  obstacle  to  the  popularising  of  kola  has  hitherto 
been  the  want  of  a  palatable  preparation  which  might  be 
taken  as  a  breakfast  beverage  by  the  million.  Mr.  Christy 
assured  me  that  his  "neo-kola"  fills  this  gap,  and  that  it 
is  in  a  great  measure  due  to  their  conviction  that  the 
popularisation  of  kola  on  cocoa,  tea  and  ccffee  lines  is 
imminent  that  these  South  American  planters  are  disposed 
to  take  up  kola-growing.   ,

Fine  Sumatra  benzoin,  and  good 
Siam,  are  decidedly  dearer.  Balsams  steady.  Cam- 
phor firmly  held.  Calumba  higher.  Cubebs  remain 
very  low  in  price.  Cascara  sagrada  sold  at  a  con- 
siderable reduction.  Cassia  fistula  is  also  cheap.  Croton- 
teed  realised  the  highest  price  cn  record.  Cardamoms 
scarce  and  dearer.  Good  dragon's-blood  sells  well.  Russian 
ergot  of  rye  is  held  for  higher  rates,  while  Spanish  re- 
mains cheap.  Gambcge  unchanged,  and  gentian-root 
dearer.  Common  guaiacum  is  cheap.  Fire  kinds  of 
honey  are  scarce.  Ipecacuanha  sold  at  a  fractional  advance 
for  Brazilian,  and  at  lower  rates  for  Colombian.

Kino  is  tending  lower 
but  kola-nuts  are  dearer.  Liquorice-root  firm  and  advanc- 
ing for  geed  qualities.  Menthol  easier  on  the  spot.  Cod- 
liver  oil  firm.  Castor  oil  again  dearer.  Sweet-almond 
oil  has  been  reduced  Id.  per  lb.  Orris-root  firmly 
held.  Star-anise  oil  is  lower,  but  cassia  oil  dearer- 
In  citronella  and  lemcngrass  oils  a  good  business  is  reported. 
Rhubarb  was  forced  off  at  a  reduction.  Senna  firmer. 
Saffron  much  dearer.  Sarsaparilla  firmly  held.  Star-anise 
dearer.  Beeswax  unchanged.  Vanilla  steady.  The  advance 
in  Japan  wax  is  well  maintained.

34  cases  of  Penang  gum 
sold  rather  cheaply  at  from  70s  to  80s.  for  fair  to  good 
almonds,  false  packed  sides  ;  while  96  packages  Palembang 
were  bought  in  at  nominal  rates.

Of  23  bales  shown  to-day  six  sold  at 
2\d.  for  very  yellow  round  leaves  of  fair  aroma ;  for  good 
greenish  leaves  3d.  is  asked,  a  bid  of  2fd.  per  lb.  being 
refused. 

CAlumba  continues  to  advance,  to  day's  quotations  show- 
ing a  considerable  increase  upon  those  of  a  fortnight  ago. 
A  good  business  has  been  cone  in  sorts  this  week  at  from  20s. 
per  cwt.  for  ordinary,  up  to  25s.  per  cwt.  for  fair  quality,  and 
quite  lately  a  small  qr  an'ity  of  good  sorts  has  changed  hands 
privately  at  28s.  per  cwt ,  holders  now  being  inclined  to  ask 
30s.  per  cwt.  Of  one  parcel  of  50  bags  offered  to-day,  17 
bags  of  good  sorts  sold,  subject  to  approval,  at  25s  per  cwt., 
while  a  nice  yellow  parcel  is  held  for  45s.  per  cwt.  Supplies 
are  small,  and  indications  point  to  a  maintenance  of  the 
advance.

Canthabides. — Russian  flies  are  very  firmly  held  at  2s. 
to  2s.  Id.  per  lb. 


Cabdamoms  still  continue  to  attract  much  attention.  At

but  London,  so  far,  is  slow  to  respond.

— A  fair  supply  of  about  120  tins  sold  to-day  at 
steady  rates;  fair  to  good  chocolate,  of  fair  aroma,  5  inches 
to  8  inches,  realising  22s.  to  28s.  6d.  per  lb. 

Various  Drugs. —  Gum  elemi  remains  neglected:  for  20 
cases  yellow  mixed  gum  from  Singapore  there  were  no  bids. 
The  lot  was  bought  in  at  25s.  per  cwt.  Of  Jalap  only  14 
bales  small  to  medium  pale  Vera  Cruz  were  shown  t3-day  : 
the  lot  was  bought  in  at  Id.  per  lb.,  but  6d.  would  probably 
be  accepted.  Areca  nuts  are  in  rather  better  request  at 
somewhat  firmer  prices.  Ninrty-four  bags,  partly  wormy 
from  Colombo,  sold  at,  from  14s  6d.  to  15s.

January-June,  3s.  Sulphate  of  ammonia  is  dull  and  lower  : 
Beckton  terms,  11  3s.  9d. ;  Laith,  11.  5s. ;  Hull,  11.  Is.  6d. ; 
London,  11.  10s.  Sulphate  of  copper  tends  a  trifle  higher. 
Yellow  prussiate  of  potash  firmer.  Chlorate  of  potash  re- 
mains dull.  Bichromates  of  potash  and  soda  scarce;  firm 
and  upward  tendency.  Sulphate  of  alumina  moving  steadily. 
Alum  is  not  in  quite  such  good  demand.  South  Durham 
Salt  in  fairly  brisk  request,  but  quotations  have  dropped  to 
9s.  per  ton,  f.o.b.  Tees.  Naphthas  tend  downwards.  Qreen 
copperas :  Best  Lancashire  and  Welsh  makes  in  request  and 
firm.  White  powdered  Arsenic  in  better  supply.  Acetates 
of  lime  a  shade  higher.  Carbolic  acids  in  steady  demand  at 
late  rates.  Sal  ammoniac  steady.  Phosphorus,  in  wedges 
and  sticks,  is  moving  briskly. 

The  Liverpool  Drug- market. 
Our  Liverpool  correspondent,  writing  on  October  14,  says 
that  Soudan  gums  in  sorts  appear  to  have  lost  interest  for 
buyers,  as  there  have  been  few  inquiries  and  no  transactions. 
Only  a  small  portion  of  the  stock  offers  at  recent  prices,  the 
bulk  being  still  held  for  an  advance.  Beeswax  is  steady  at 
the  prices  lately  advised  ;  50  ballots  of  Gambia  (W.C.  A)  have 
sold  at  61.  15s.  per  cwt.  Castor  oil  has  been  in  good 
demand  during  the  week,  as  the  reports  of  a  short  seed-crop 
are  confirmed.   Buyers  have  enjoyed  the  unusual  experience 
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of  the  same  pnce  ruling  for  goDd  seconds  Calcutta,  French 
first-pressure,  and  good  seconds  Madras,  3d.  per  lb.  being 
asked  and  paid  for  each  grade,  with  the  prospect  of  even 
higher  prices  in  the  near  future.  Kola,  nuts  are  in  better 
demand,  as  there  is  a  perceptible  diminution  in  stocks  on 
the  spot,  and  good  dry  have  realised  3^d.  per  lb.  There  has 
been  more  movement  in  honey  of  all  grades,  especially  for 
the  better  qualities  of  Californian,  amber  liquid  to  pale 
being  held  for  35s.  to  40s.  per  cwt.  Gantry-seed  is  a  shade 
easier ;  sales  of.  prime  Turki-h  have  been  mad8  at  32s.  per 
quarter.  Spermaceti  (Chilian)  is  held  for  Is.  Hid.  to  13d. 
per  lb.,  with  but  little  offering.  Cream  of  tartar  is  quiet  at 
90s.  per  cwt.  for  first  white  French.

Chlorate  of  potash  is  dull  at  76m.  per  100 
kilos.  Camphor  refined  without  much  business  at  320m. 
per  100  kilos.  Citric  acid  easier  at  247m.  per  100  kilos.

Cumin-seed  (Maltese) 
unchanged  at  40m.  to  50m.  per  100  kilos.  Lycopodium 
quiet  at  298m.  to  305m.  per  100  kilos.  Cod-liver  oil  shows 
little  business;  to-day's  price  for  non-congealing  oil  is  160m. 
to  170m.  per  barrel.  Star-anise  oil  is  firm  at  22m.  per  kilo. 
Cassia  oil  is  very  scarce,  with  little  or  nothing  offering  at 
present.    Citronella  oil  is  also  very  scarce  and  dear.

Cod-liver  Oil  Prices. 

Sie, — I  regret  to  learn,  from  the  letter  of  "  Oleum 
Morrhuaj  &  Co."  in  your  issue  of  October  10,  that  some  dis- 
content exists  among  a  section  of  your  subscribers  concern- 
ing my  reports  from  this  market.  I  have  always  tried 
to  give  as  true  a  picture  as  possible  of  the  Bergen  market, 
and  it  is  not  my  fault  if  my  communications  are  sometimes 
objectionable  to  private  interests.  Business  has  been  very 
wretched  here  this  year  on  account  of  the  too  high  prices 
which  ruled  early  in  the  year,  and  many  holders  are  greatly 
interested  in  raising  prices  again.  As  I  wrote  you  last  time, 
some  of  the  holders  in  the  northern  towns  (Aalesund,  and 
perhaps  Tromsoe)  seem  to  make  efforts  to  support  the  exer- 
tions of  their  Bergen  colleagues  in  the  direction  of  an 
upward  movement,  but  those  who  are  well  posted  in  the 
article  at  Bergen  now  regard  every  attempt  to  force  a  rise 
as  unwarranted,  and  will  give  it  no  aid.  It  is  impossible 
at  this  moment  to  make  quotations  any  higher  than  those 
given  in  my  last  letter.  These  are  the  prices : — Best  non- 
congealing  Lofoten,  165s. ;  ditto  Finmarken,  160s.  Export 
from  Bergen  :  4,295  barrels,  against  4,614  last  year. 

As  to  the  export  figures,  the  shipments  of  medicinal  cod- 
liver  oil  from  Bergen  are  currently  estimated  as  about  one- 
third  of  those  of  the  whole  country,  and,  calculating  on 
this  basis,  the  export  from  the  whole  country  up  to  date  may 
be  about  13,000  barrels,  while  there  may  remain  in  stock 
of  this  year's  production  about  7,000  barrels.  I  lately  heard 
one  of  the  leading  exporters  in  the  North  value  this  surplus 
at  6,000  barrels  only.

We  consider  the  price  realised 
very  satisfactory,  especially  as  this  parcel  had  been  written 
about  and  discussed  in  a  manner  which  did  not  tend  to  give 
it  a  good  reputation.

Sie, — Mr.  Boot  seems  to  think  that  he  and  others  who 
trade  on  similar  lines  have  done  a  meritorious  act  in  reducing 
the  income  of  small  chemists.  While  they  have  been  doing 
this  the  workiDg  men  of  England  have  been  increasing  their 
wages.  Which  are  the  "  progressive  "  parties — drug-stores 
and  chemists  going  backward,  the  workers  forward  1  There 
are  reports  about  that  several  of  the  new  drug-stores  assis- 
tants have  plenty  of  time  to  twist  their  thumbs  round.  If 
this  is  the  case,  it  will  account  for  Mr.  Boot's  anxiety.  As  for 
his  assertion  that  it  is  the  little  chemists  who  do  the  sub- 
stitution, the  proprietary-manufacturers  have  eyes  as  well 
as  he,  and  can  see  in  the  window  of  one  of  "  the  largest 
cash  chemists  (limited)  in  England  "  substitutes  for  almost 
every  noted  patent  medicine  and  many  other  articles  bearing 
a  larger  profit  than  most  chemists  can  obtain. 

It  is  time  this  nonsense  about  chemists'  high  prices  was 
knocked  on  the  head.  They  never,  at  the  best  of  times,  get 
better  profits  than  other  trades  for  similar  articles,  and  have 
a  much  less  turnover.    A  10|d  article  sold  at  Is.  \{d , 
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whereas  a  necktie  costing  8d.  was  generally  sold  for  Is.  I 
am  writing  of  the  past.  It  was  the  idea  of  11§<Z.  in  the  Is. 
that  started  men  who  thought  themselves  ciever  to  open 
these  stores  :  they  forgot  the  small  returns.  Mr.  Boot  must 
remember  it  is  the  chemist  who  has  spent  all  his  small  capital 
in  qualifying  who  enables  these  cash  drug-stores  to  keep 
open,  and  that  it  is  on  the  cards  they  may  see  in  time  that 
it  is  not  to  their  interest  to  ruin  their  chance  of  becoming 
masters  instead  of  servants. 

As  a  proprietor  of  several  patent  medicines  that  have  a 
local  sale,  I  expect  anyone  who  sells  my  goods  to  be  properly 
remunerated;  and  as  for  substitution.  I  would  rather  trust  to 
the  honour  of  men  who  have  been  trained  for  their  duties.  I 
fancy  the  great  majority  of  proprietors  would  vote  for  the 
chemist.  They  have  much  to  overcome,  and  chemists  must 
not  be  too  hard  on  them  if  they  cannot  see  their  way  all  at 
once  to  help  them  to  better  pro6t=. 

I  vote  for  the  Proprietary  Articles  Trade  Association,  and 
shall  send  my  subscription  at  once.  T.  B.  (188/4.)

On  my  way  to  the  station,  on  leaving 
the  town,  I  called  at  one  of  these  establishments,  and  de- 
manded a  bottle  of  Atkinson's  "  White  Rose,"  which  was 
wrapped  carefully  up  and  sealed,  and  for  which  I  paid. 
While  waiting  I  observed  a  poor  woman  seeking  advice  for 
a  child  suffering  from  eczema  of  the  face  and  head,  which 
ended  in  handing  over  a  6d.  bottle  of  glycerine  atd 
cucumber — prepared,  of  course,  by  the  company,  and  for 
which  I  presume  the  young  man  got  his  commission.  On 
arriving  at  my  destination  and  unwrapping  my  bottle  of  per- 
fume, I  found,  not  Atkinson's  "  White  Rose,"  but  a  totally 
different  article,  under  the  name  of  "  White  Rose,"  prepared 
by  the  said  drug-stores.    So  much  for  substitution. 

From  my  experience  as  a  qualified  chemist,  besides  hos- 
pital experience,  any  self-respecting  chemist  (not  dominated 
by  a  capitalist  board  of  directors)  would  have  suggested  to 
the  poor  woman  referred  to  to  seek  medical  advice  in  such 
a  severe  case,  and  not  have  presumed  to  prescribe  even  the 
innocent  "gly.  and  cue,"  with  the  curt  directions,  "  Use 
this.  Pay  your  money  at  the  desk."  But  then  he  had  no 
more  time  to  give  further  directions.  An  eagle  eye  was  on 
the  poor  automatic  machine,  to  see  he  did  not  waste  his  time.

190/58.  '  Antipyrin. — Nitrous  ether  and  antipyrin  react 
to  form  an  isonitnle,  and  hydrocyanic  acid  is  one  of  the 
by-products.  No  deaths  have  followed  the  administration  of 
mixtures  containing  the  two  substances,  nor  is  it  likely  that 
any  will  result,  considering  that  the  quantity  of  hydro- 
cyanic acid  formed  is  trifling.  It  is  stupid,  however,  to  put 
the  two  things  together,  because  the  whole  of  the  nitrous 
ether  in  the  usual  quantity  of  spiiit  put  into  such  mixtures 
is  decomposed,  so  that  the  patient  does  not  get  the  good  of 
it,  and  the  mixture  is  nasty  to  look  at.  The  statements  first 
made  regarding  the  poisonous  nature  of  such  mixtures  were 
rather  alarming,  because  their  originators  forgot  that  spirit 
of  nitrous  ether  is  not  absolute  O.HjNO.;.  With  even  a  3-per- 
cent, spiiit  the  amount  of  HON  termed  is  so  small  that  it  may 
be  ignored.  It  is  probable  that  the  isonitrile  will  do  more 
harm. 


183/26.  N.,0. — It  is  quite  impossible  for  our  subsciibers 
to  settle  the  doubtful  point  which  you  refer  to.  There  is  no 
principle  involved  in  it.  We  take  it  that  the  prescription  is 
a  local  one,  and  in  such  cases  it  is  always  advisable  to  con- 
sult the  piescriber.  We  may  add  that  we  should  have  taken 
the  coarse  which  jcu  adopted. 


190/53.    Perplexed. — Your  prescription  is  not  difficult  to 
read.    The  icgredients  are  sp.  amm.  ar.  59s.,  bism.  triscit 
gr.  x.,  ac.  hjdrocy.

50/27.  W.  K.  T. — We  think  the  prices  charged  by  you  were 
reasonable,  except  in  reeaid  to  the  cachets.  These  are 
rarely  charged  the  full  Is.  Gd.  per  dczen  when  more  than 
one  dozen  are  dispensed  at  one  time,  Is.  to  Is.  3d.  per  dozen 
being  the  charge.  Dispensers  who  nowadays  get  Is.  per 
dozen  for  silvered  pills  consider  themselves  fortunate,  but  it 
is  not  excessive  You  may  find  it  possible  to  reduce  the 
total  charge  by  Is.  or  2s.  without  regarding  yourself  as  a 
catting  chemist.

The  salve  soap  is  better  known  as  "  mollin,"  and  is  made 
by  saponifying  40  parts  tf  laid  with  potash  (50  parts  of  a 
solution  of  sp.  gr.  1 130  evaporated  to  40  parts)  and  4  parts 
of  rectified  spirit  in  the  cold,  then  addirg  15  parts  of 
glycerine  to  the  solt  soap  formed.  Both  liquids  ar.d  solids 
to  be  taken  by  weight. 


LEGAL  QUERIES. 


191/15.  Wine  Off  is  in  the  following  difficulty.  The 
m?gistrates  have  granted  him  a  licence  for  the  sale  of  wines, 
but  they  made  it  a  condition  that  he  should  only  sell  medi- 
cated  wines,  and  they  made  him  sign  an  agreement  to  that 
eff  ct  before  they  would  grant  him  the  certificate.  Now  he 
asks  whether  they  can  legally  enforce  that  agreement?  If 
he  breaks  it,  can  they  lefnse  to  allow  the  renewal  of  the 
licence  next  year  [They  cannot  enforce  the  condition, 
but  it  is  possible  that  a  licensee  deliberately  breaking  his 
word  might  be  held  to  be  di;qualified  by  character  to  have 
his  licence  renewed,  though  we  do  not  thiDk  this  result  at 
all  probable.  The  better  course  will  be  for  "Wine  Off,', 
either  now  or  next  year,  to  go  before  the  same  magistrates, 
either  himself  or  by  a  solicitor,  and  ask  the  magistrates  to 
release  him  from  the  condition,  as  it  was  one  which  they 
bad  no  power  to  make.  If  they  persist  in  their  ignorance 
the  matter  should  be  reported  to  the  Board  of  Inlands 
Revenue.] 


187/42.  Rhum — The  medicine-stamp  must  be  the  one 
provided  and  supplied  by  the  Commissioners  for  the  purpose. 
An  ordinary  revenue  stamp  would  not  be  valid. 


190/46.  Ph.C. — The  notice  to  be  given  to  or  by  a  che- 
mist's assistant  depends  on  the  custom  of  the  trade,  not  on 
the  intervals  at  which  he  is  paid.  We  say  the  custom  of 
the  trade  is  a  month. 


190/30.  Jane. — We  do  not  think  it  would  be  strictly 
illegal  to  sell  the  ingredients  for  fireworks  or  coloured  firea 
mixtures ;  but  a  chemist  is  expected  to  exercise  his  chemicil 
knowledge  for  the  protection  of  his  customers,  and  certainly 
no  decent  citizen  would  sell  explosive  substances  to  unknown 
or  suspected  persons. 


190/72.  Tonic — Nobody  can  hare  an  exclusive  right  to 
the  adjective  "  pink  "  as  descriptive  of  colour,  whether  in 
regard  to  pills  or  anything  else.  But  a  Court  might  grant 
an  injunction  if  the  circumstances  of  any  particular  case 
went  to  show  that  one  man  was  selling  his  goods  so  that 
they  might  fairly  be  mistaken  lor  another  maker's.  We  do 
not  think  jour  pills  could  be  regarded  as  an  infrirgement. 


195/58.  W.  C  D. — Arsenical  fly-papers  are  preparations 
of  arsenic,  and  must  be  tieated  accordingly.

IQd.  per  lb.  net,  carriage  paid 
with  other  goods,  on  orders  of  51.  and  upwards  ?  "  It  can 
be  produced  at  that  from  the  materials,  but  there  is  in  the 
price  no  allowance  for  labour  and  other  working  expenses. 
Strictly  speaking,  the  spirit  is  offered  at  a  loss. 


180/3.  W.  B  —  Black  for  Straw  Hats. — This  is  a  shellac 
varnish  coloured  with  aniline  black.  The  best  quality  of 
hats  are  dyed  in  the  straw,  a  logwood-and-coppeias  bath 
being  generally  used. 


181/13.  J.  C— White  Chlorodyne  Lozenges  —We  do 
mot  think  you  can  make  these  cheaper  than  you  can  buy 
them.    The  basis  is  as  follows : —

Morphine  acetate    gr.  x. 

Oil  of  peppennint    ..  5j. 

Chloroform   3ss. 


Water,  a  sufficiency  to  make  a  stiff  Jpaste. 
Dissolve  the  oil  in  the  chloroform  and  the  morphine  acetate  in  2  oz.  o* 
water  and  10  drops  of  acetic  acid.  Mix  1  oz.  of  the  powdered  acacia  with  the 
■chloroform  solution,  add  the  water,  and  emulsify.  Thoroughly  ttiix  the 
rest  of  the  acacia  with  the  sugar,  add  a  pinch  of  "  blue,"  aud  mass  with  the 
emulsion  and  water.   Divide  each  ounce  of  the  mass  into  20  lozenges. 

By  the  time  you  have  learnt  to  be  an  expert  confectioner 
your  employer  may  be  convinced  that  it  pays  better  to 
■employ  the  skill  of  a  manufacturer,  and  pay  him  a  few 
shillings  for  it  in  the  course  of  a  lifetime.

It  has  been  pie 
scribed  as  an  internal  remedy  for  whooping-cough,  in  which 
case  5  to  10  gr.  doses,  emulsified  with  acasia,  sutiice.

179/23.  Crystal — To  Make  Large  Crystals  of  alum  or 
other  chemicals  saturate  a  salficieacy  o£  boiling  water  with 
the  substance  and  suspend  a  string  in  the  centre.  Ksep 
the  vessel  in  a  temperate  position  where  slight  evaporation 
may  take  plaoe.  Once  a  weei  mike  about  half  as  mush  of 
the  hot  saturated  solution,  and  pour  this  into  the  crystallis- 
ing-vessel  by  means  of  a  funnel-tube  inserted  down  to  the 
bottom  of  the  vessel.  Collect  the  cold  solution  which  flows 
over  the  sides  and  keep  this  for  resaturating.    The  crystals 
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obtained  in  this  way  are  pyramidal  in  form,  ard  the  best 
crystals  are  obtained  by  the  slowest  crystallisation.  It 
equally  suffices  to  have  two  crystallising- vessels,  carefully 
removing  the  cord  and  its  adherent  mass  from  the  vessel 
which  has  been  brought  down  to  the  cold-saturation  point 
into  the  second  which  is  fully  saturated.
